Discovery of planets points to life beyond our solar system

THE odds that there is Kfe else¬ 
where in the universe have short¬ 
ened with the discovery of two 
Earth-sized planets in orbit around 
a distant star. 

The planets are 1300 light years 
away in the Virgo constellation. 
They orbit a tiny, dense star quite 
unlike the Sun, so are not them¬ 
selves habitable, but their discov¬ 
ery makes it more likely that 


habitable planets do exist some¬ 
where outside the solar system. 

Alexander Wolszczan. an astron¬ 
omer from Pennsylvania State 
University, has spent three years 

wtammTn g radio signals emi tted >y 

the neutron star around which the 
two planets orbit He now claims to 
have found irrefutable evidence 
that the planets exist with a third. 
Moon-sized object 
The existence of planets around 
stars outside die solar system has. 
long been assumed, but they are 


impossible to see with conventional 
telescopes. Their presence must be 
deduced by the effects they have on 
radiation emitted fay the stars 
around which they orbit. 

Dr Wolszczan first claimed two 
years ago that there were planets 
around the distant neutron star 
known as PSR B1257+12. He had 
been studying the radio output of 
the neutron star, which rotates 
several hundred times a second, 
using the radutdescope ax Aredbo 
observatory in Puerto Rico. Such 


rotating neutron stars are called 
pulsars because their signals pul¬ 
sate m a regular pattern. 

He found that some of the pulses 
were arriving too soon — by about 
3,000th of a second—and some too 
late, by the same margin- This 
suggested that the pulsar was 
wobbling under the influence of 
planets orbiting it 

The idea was greeted sceptically. 
An earlier dam made by Dr 
Andrew Lyne. of Jodrell Bank 
observatory in Cheshire, had to be 


withdrawn when an alternative 
explanation was found for the 
anomalies he had detected. 

Dr Wcrtszczan has now produced 
more persuasive evidence, which is 
published in todays edition of the 
journal Science. 

If there axe indeed two planets 
orbiting in the way he suggests, 
their orbits ought to affect one 
another to produce a tiny addition¬ 
al wavering in the pulsars radio 
signal, detectable after a few years" 
observation. The paper in Science 


reports the “unambiguous - detec¬ 
tion of this effect from the analysis 
of three years" observation at 
Area bo. This. Dr Wolszczan says, 
“constitutes irrefutable evidence 
that the first planetary system 
around a star other than the Sun 
has been identified". 

Dr Frederic Rasio, of the Insti¬ 
tute for Advanced Study in Prince¬ 
ton. who suggested the strategy, 
agrees. “It's the first time we’ve 
known for sure there is a planetary 
system other than our own.-

Takeover brings 
bonus for savers

THE L4 million customers of 
the Chefrmham & Gloucester 
Building Society will share a 
£L8 billion payout if they 
agree to a Lloyds Bank take¬ 
over. The move, announced 
yesterday, will be the first 
takeover of a British building 
society by a bank. 

Individual savers will re¬ 
ceive an average payout of 
£1,700; depositors will get 
£2300 on average, while bor¬ 
rowers who are not savers will 
be given at least £500. Sane 
customers, with large bal¬ 
ances in several accounts, 
could receive lensrof "thou¬ 
sands of pounds. 

The C&G. which is The sixth 
largest buflding society, has 
one million savers and 
370,000 borrowers, ft has a 
reputation for being an inno¬ 
vative society and was widely 
expected to convert to a bank 
or be taken over by (me. 

In effect, it will be the first 
building society to convert 
since Abbey National became 
a bank in 1989. Then savers 
received 100 shares worth 
£130 each. These are worth 
almost E500 now. including 
dividend payments. The Nat¬ 
ional & Provincial and Alii- 




anoe & Leicester building soci¬ 
eties axe also thought to be 
C onsider ing cpnveratfln. None 
of foe large societies can afford 
to dismiss die move because 
their status does not allow 
them free access to wholesale 
money markets. 

The 840,000 savers with a 
C&G share account at the 
society, such as Cheltenham 
Gold. London Share or Inst¬ 
ant 7, or one. of the society's 

to 

benefit most if the takeover 
goesahead. 

Theywfll get a flat payout of 
£500 if they opened their 
account on or before Decem¬ 
ber 3L1993, and have G00 in 
their account 56 days before 
voting day. In addition, they 
will be pud 10 per cent of die 
balances in faift of their 
accounts, as long as each 
account was open on March 
31,1994, and stays open until a 
day yet to be specified in the 
second quarter of 1995, when 

die takeover is completed. The 
amount will be calculated on 


die lower of die two savings 
balances an the two dates. 

Cheltenham & Gloucester 
investors welcomed their 
unexpected windfall yester¬ 
day. Larry Kenney, an adver¬ 
tising executive, can expect to 
be £1,000 richer if the Uqyds 
takeover goes ahead nexryear. 
Mr Kenney, 37, has £5.000in a 
Gold account he opened last 
year. Under die terms of the 
proposed merger, hevwD qual¬ 
ify. for £500 as ^investing 
member of the society. He can 
also expect a further payment 
based on die amount in his 
account This is expected to be 
about 10 per cent 

Mr Kenney said last 
“I will wait to read the 
details of the proposals when 
the society send them to me. 
But on die face of it I s hall 
certainly be happy with my 
windfall and 1 will vote for it to 
gp ahead." 

According to Andrew Long- 
hurst the society's chief execu¬ 
tive. die average balance 
among C&G savers is £12,000, 
resulting in an average total 


payout of £1,700. The maxi¬ 
mum any saver can expect on 
any one account is £10,000. 

Savers with deposit ac¬ 
counts will not qualify for the 
£500 fiat payment but they 
win get 10 per cent of their 
balance. The average balance 
of the society's 60,000 deposi¬ 
tors is £25,000, giving them a 
payout of £2300. Children will 
get 10 per cent of the balance 
m. each account Trustees, who 
have the right to vote, would 
receive the $500 flat payment 
and lOper cent of the balance 
in their trustee account 
The society's 370.000 bor¬ 
rowers, who also have voting 
rights, would get £500 for each 
property. Remortgaging the 
same property with the society 
would not qualify b or rowers 
for two payouts but having 
two properties, each paid for 
with a C&G mortgage, woukL 
The takeover will only go 
ahead if 75 per cent erf eligible 
investors who vote and- a 
simple majority of the borrow¬ 
ers who vote give their approv¬ 
al In addition, either 50 per 
cent of the eligible investors 
must vote in favour or those 
holding 90 per cem of the 
society's savings must agree.

Veterans 
win veto 
on D-Day 
events

THE Government yesterday 
handed Britain's war veterans 
a veto over its much-criticised 
plan to celebrate the fiftieth 
anniversary of D-Day with a 
star-spangled event in 
London’s Hyde Park. 

Peter Brooke, the National 
Heritage Secretaiy. met the 
Royal British Legion and the 
Normandy Veterans’ Associ¬ 
ation and asked them to 
consult their members and 
come up with ideas next week. 

The signs last night were 
that file event was likely to go 
ahead in a toned-down form. 
It could even be cancelled if 
the two leading veterans'-org¬ 
anisations so decide. 

Mr Brooke held the talks 
after John Major intervened to 
tell ministers to son out th? 
shambles into which the 
celebration plans have de¬ 
scended. The alienation of 
Dame Vera Lynn was the last 
straw for Tory MPs. 

At the Prime Minister’s 
insistence Mr Brooke and 
Malcolm Rifidnd, the Defence 
Secretary, met at the Com¬ 
mons on Wednesday night to 
son out the mess for which 
their two departments have 
been blamed. The Heritage 
Secretaiy then gave a series of

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Minister does U-turn on 
council tax backdating

HOMEOWNERS won an im¬ 
portant reprieve last night 
when the Government 
scrapped rules that coukl have 
forced thousands of people to 
pay hundreds of pounds in 
backdated council tax InDs. 

Until yesterday, ministers 
were de fend i ng the system 
under which demands for 
extra tax were backdated to 
April last year after properties 
had been placed in a higher 
band as a result of a sale or a 
failed appeaL 

Whitehall officials were say¬ 
ing the arrangements were no 
different to those under which 
someone with the wrong tax 
code was liable for unpaid 
income tax going back over 
several years. 

But last night. David Cuny. 
the local government minister, 
said that in future an uprated 
council tax bill would apply 
tally from the date that the list 
held by the local valuation 
office is altered. 

However, where houses are 

moved into lower _ bands 
because of a revaluation trig¬ 
gered by a sale, refunds will 
still be backdated to April 


1993. Properties changing 
hands for sums well above or 
well befow their notional value 
in one of tire eight council tax 
bands are those most likely to 
be revalued. 

The derision means that 
le who sell their houses 
have no fear of being 
Confronted with a demand for 
unpaid council tax. The new 
higher rate will apply only to 
the buyer. However, the Gov- 
emment offered no concession 
over the quirk highlighted in 
77te Times yesterday: die fact 
that a sale of an undertaxed 
property could trigger higher 
taxes for similar houses in tile 
same street 

Mr Curry's announcement 
was haile d by Labour as yet 
another dimbdown. lack 
Straw, the shadow Environ¬ 
ment Secretaiy. said: “This is 
the fastest U-tum of tins 
Parliament The Government 
conceded Labour's demand 
after only four hours; having 
said emphatically on Tuesday 
that any increase in council 
tax would be backdated to 
April 1993. 

“This is another example of 


die shoddy system of council 
tax valuations blowing up in 
the Government's face. It 
shows a degree of panic aston¬ 
ishing even, by current Tory 
standards." 

Tory MPS will be relieved 
that with the district elections 
only two weeks away, minis¬ 
ters have removed a worrying 
anomaly from the regulations 
governing tiie tax. 

Jamie Carm, the Labour MP 
for Ipswich whose questioning 
brought the affair to fight, said 
he was pleased that ministers 
had responded so swifify to his 
campaign and said he was 
sure that tens of thousands of 
people would be relieved.

Paul Hill 
cleared of 
IRA killing

PAUL HflL one of die 
Guildford four, had his con¬ 
viction for murdering s for¬ 
mer British soldier in Belfast 
in 1974 quashed at tbe city's 
High Court yesterday. The 
judgment dears the way for 
Mr H31, who married into 
America's Kennedy family last 
year, to daim up to £500,000 
in compensation for wrongful 
imprisonment, and it allows 
him to take up US dtizenship. 

Sir Brian Hutton, the Lord 
Chief Justice, told the Court of 
Appeal that Mr Hill’s convic¬ 
tion for the murder of Brian 
Shaw, kffled by the IRA in July 
1974, was “unsafe and unsatis¬ 
factory”. He said there was a 
“reasonable possibility” that 
police had intimidated Mr 
Hill before he confessed to 
taking part in the murder. 

“Inhuman treatment" by of¬ 
ficers guarding Mr Hill at 
Guildford police station in 
November 1974, where he was 
being held over the IRA pub 
bombing, may have induced 
him to confess to the murder.

Duke to mark South Africa’s return to the fold

TOE Duke of Edinburgh is to repre¬ 
sent the Queen at the swearing-in of 
South Africa's new president in Pre¬ 
toria on May 10, the first time that a 

member of the royal family has paid 

an official visit there since 1947. 

The Buckingham Palace announce¬ 
ment yesterday was made on tbe 
Queen's 68th birthday. On her previ¬ 
ous visit, touring with her father to 
thank tbe Commonwealth for its war 


effort, sbe celebrated her 21st birthday 
with a memorable broadcast from 
Cape Town dedicating her life to the 
service of her people. 

Relations between the royal family 
and South Africa have been distant 
since tbe country left the Common¬ 
wealth fo 196L Evm private visits have 
been exceedingly rare, with the only 
one in recent years having been a brief 
Christmas holiday by Prince and 
Princess Michael of Kenr in 1992. Now, 
with the country facing its first multi¬ 


racial elections next week, and 
President De Klerk expected to hand 
over power to Nelson Mandela, the 
African National Congress leader, 
there are signs of a thaw. 

A small but significant event will 
take place in Berkshire in June. The 
Queen and die Duke will attend die 
opening march of tbe first official 
South African cricket tour of England 
since 1965, when the visitors play the 
Earl of Caernarvon* XI at Highdere. 

Palace officials said last night that it

Leap in high street 
sales strengthens 
hopes of recovery

JOHN Major led a concerted 
effort by senior ministers to 
trumpet the economic recov¬ 
ery yesterday. High street 
sales leapt by O.S per cent last 
month, twice the level forecast 
by most City analysts. 

Coming only a day after it 
was announced that state 
borrowing last year was E4 
billion less than estimated and 
another fall in unemployment 
the latest figures fuelled Tory 
hopes that Britain was pulling 
strongly out of the recession. 

But the brightening eco¬ 
nomic picture was clouded by 
City analysts who said that the 
upturn in consumer demand 
could stall during the next few 
months as the impact of 
higher taxes was felt in wage 
packets. 

The Cabinet was also 
cheered by a rise of 2 per cent 
in car production in March. 
Bui during the first three 
months of the year it was still 
below the level achieved in the 
last quarter of 1993. 

In the Commons, Mr Major 
gave one of his most optimistic 
assessments of the economy: 
“We now have a growth 
pattern twice as high as any of 
our European competitors, in¬ 
flation at under 3 per cent, 
exports running at record 


levels, a stable exchange rate. 
We are poised for a long 
period of sustained non-inf]a- 
tionary growth." 

In a speech in London 
yesterday, Michael Portillo, 
the Treasury Chief Secretary, 
insisted that confidence was 
returning, and underlined the 
Government’s determination 
to stick to unpopular policies 
on tax and spending and wipe 
out the deficit by the end of the 
decade. 

The Chief Secretary predict¬ 
ed that renewed confidence in 
financial markets would soon 
filter through to consumers 
despite anxieties over higher 
taxes. “Clarity and openness 
in making decisions have 
brought a return of confi¬ 
dence. That has yet to show up 
in consumer confidence 
surveys. 

“Newspapers have told 
people to expect a major blow 
from tax rises. But retell sales 
are at record levels and con¬ 
sumers have shown more 
willingness to make longer- 
term purchases." 

The 0.8 per cent jump in 
retail sales, with a revision in 
February’s fall to 0 J per cent 
from 05 per cent previously 
reported, has dashed hopes of 
a quick cut in interest rates. A 


reading of the fine print 
caused considerable scepti¬ 
cism among economists that 
sales were this strong, particu¬ 
larly in view of this week's 
Gallup pofi showing a plunge 
in consumer confidence and 
the Confederation of British 
Industry's survey pointing to a 
weak performance in the high 
street 

The Central Statistical Of¬ 
fice, which compiles official 
sales figures, yesterday said 
that sales may have been 
boosted by the early Easter. 
The traditionally busy shop¬ 
ping period before the Easter 
break fell in March this year 
instead of April and the CSO 
said it could not be sure that its 
adjustment for the seasonal 
variations was right 

The British Retail Consor¬ 
tium, which represents big 
retailers, said that the timin g 
of Easter enhanced the March 
figures. 

Shares and bands, which 
had fallen sharply immediate¬ 
ly after the sales figures 
because hopes had been 
pinned on a fall in base rates, 
had recovered by the end of 
the day as the Easter explana¬ 
tion was absorbed. 
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Bar moves 
to scrap 
monopoly 
of training

THE Bar has taken a signifi¬ 
cant step towards scrapping 
the profession’s monopoly of 
training at the Inns of Court 
law school and accepting com¬ 
mon training for barristers 
and solicitors. 

Three weeks after the Lord 
Chancellor’s advisory commit¬ 
tee on education and conduct 
under Lord Justice Steyn rec¬ 
ommended common training, 
the Bar chairman has told 
barristers that change is inev¬ 
itable. In a consultation paper 
Robert Seabrook QC says that 
“retention of the present inter¬ 
im system is not an option". 

Instead, he accepts that 
barristers could be trained 
alongside solicitors at a num¬ 
ber of centres around the 
country along the lines of the 
medical profession, which 
trains ail doctors together. 

Tbe paper comes at a time of 
crisis over the selection of 
students for the Bar. A new 
selection system, brought in 
last autumn as a temporary 
measure while a new scheme 
is hammered out, has pro¬ 
duced widespread criticism 
and dismay with large num¬ 
bers of highly-qualified stu¬ 
dents being turned down. 

In the consultation paper, 
which has not been published 
but has gone to heads of 
chambers, circuit leaders and 
heads of Bar associations. Mr 
Seabrook reminds barristers 
that they have been given until 
1997 to bring forward new 
training proposals. 

However, he says, decisions 
must be made urgently 
because any major changes 
will have an impact on univer¬ 
sities which hive a two-year 
lead-in time in which to react 
Lord Justice Steyn. the 
Court of Appeal judge who 
chairs the Lord Chancellor's 
advisory committee an educa¬ 
tion and conduct, has already 
told the Bar that the commit¬ 
tee sees strong arguments of 
practice and principle in train¬ 
ing all lawyers together. How¬ 
ever. there are senior judges, 
as well as many banisters, 
who are strongly opposed-

Paralysed wife sues husband 
for failing to fix window

A MAN who failed to fix a 
window latch faces a High 
Court action for £250,000 
damages brought by his wife. 
She blames him for a fall 
which left her paralysed. 

Jean Ginder, 36, was trying 
to rescue her 21-month-old son 
Danny when she fell through 
a car port roof. She broke her 
bade and will never walk 
again. 

She maintains she asked 
her husband Martyn, an un¬ 
dertaker, on ten occasions to 
fix the window which would 


have prevented their son from 
venturing out on to the plastic 
roof. She saw her son on the 
roof and, thinking he might 
fall, she climbed out “instinc¬ 
tively without concern for her 
own safety", the court heard. 
Raymond Croxon QC, for the 
prosecution, said she did what 
any mother would have done. 

Mrs Ginder is suing her 
husband for £250.000 because 
tiie sum is covered by his 
house insurance if negligence 
is proved. But yesterday her 
husband, also 36, blamed her 
for failing to supervise Danny, 
not taking sufficient steps to 
secure the window herself, 


and for stepping out onto the 
dangerous roof. He denies the 
accident was his fault 

Mr Croxon said: “She did 
the domestic duties and left 
the DIY and maintenance to 
her husband." 

The couple, from Bricket 
Wood, Hertfordshire, arrived 
at court together.

Fears of breast 
cancer link with 
pill ‘unfounded’ 

By Jeremy Laurance. health services correspondent 


FEARS that women who 
began taking the contracep¬ 
tive pill when they were 
young face a greater risk of 
breast cancer appear to be 
unfounded, a leading epide¬ 
miologist said yesterday. 

Dr Valerie Beral, bead of 
the Imperial Cancer Research 
Fund’s epidemiology unit in 
Oxford, told a conference on 
breast cancer that eight ont of 
ten women now in their late 
40s and six out of ten now in 
their eariy 50s had taken the 
pifl. but there was no evidence 
of increased risk. 

“If the Pill was going to 
have a serious, long term risk 
of breast cancer, we should 
have started to see the effect 
by now," Dr Beral told the 
conference, organised by 77ie 
Lancet in Bruges. 

Her analysts of breast can¬ 
cer trends also showed that 
Britain's epidemic of the dis¬ 
ease, which claims almost 
14*000 lives a year, may be on 
the wane thanks to the post¬ 
war baby boom. Incidence 
among women under 70 is 
fallin g Overall the timth rati* 
has dropped seven per cent 
since 1986. 

Her analysis showed that 
among women in their 40s. 
there has been a 20 percent 
fell in the death rate over the 
past 20 years, while among, 
the over-TOs the trend has 


continued upwards. The de¬ 
cline is linked with changes in 
lifestyle 50 years ago. 

“It has been known fin- 
some time that having child¬ 
ren, especially having the first 
at a young age, reduces the 
risk of breast cancer. After the 
Second World War the aver¬ 
age age when women had 
their first baby fell from 26 to 
24 and tbe proportion of 
c h ildless women halved from 
20 per cent to 10 per cent It is 
(hoe women in whom the 
rates are falling.” 

The over-70s were of child¬ 
bearing age around the time 
of the depression, when many 
women delayed their Gist 
baby or had no children at all, 
she said. 

Dr Beral said the fall could 
continue for the next 20 years 
but after that the trend in the 
latter half of the century 
towards having smaller fam¬ 
ilies and starting them later 
would be influencing the

Hospital in 
Allitt case 
suspends 
nurse 

A NURSE at the hospital 
where Beveriy Allitt murdered 
four children has been sent on 
paid leave after allegations 
that she had self-inflicted 
injuries. 

The disclosure by Gran¬ 
tham and Kesteven Hospital 
came on the day that Allitt was 
struck off the nursing register 
for misconduct The child 
killer, who was jailed for life 
last year, had a history of 
harming herself and others to 
gain attention. 

Allister Stewart, unit gener¬ 
al manager of the hospital, 
emphasised that the nurse 
sent on leave had not been 
accused of anything. The hos¬ 
pitals decision was a precau¬ 
tionary measure pending 
further medical advice. “There 
is no evidence of any harm to 
patients," he said. 

The 35-year-old woman is 
thought to have worked at the 
hospital for 13 years. The 
enquiry into the Allitt murders 
recommended that all nursing 
applicants ‘ sickness records be 
checked. 

After Allitt was struck off 
yesterday, the president of the 
UK Genual Council for Nurs¬ 
ing. Midwifery and Health 
Visiting, said that the killings 
had cast a shadow aver the 
profession. Mary Uprichard 
said Allitt had “betrayed most 
grievously and unthinkably 
the very great trust society 
places in all nurses".

Mr Norman telephoned Mr 
Temple last July, while the 
journalist was working on an 
article critical of him and his 
fin note, die athlete Fatima 
Whiftread. Mr Ncnnan indi¬ 
cated that allegations might be 
made that Mr Temple had 
sexually harassed the Olym¬ 
pic athlete Shrreen Bailey. 
Mrs Bailey, wbo was coached 
by Mr Temple, has described 
the claim as completely 
untrue. 

Mr Temple was referred to 
a consultant psychiatrist Dr 


Stanley Shere, last September 
fay his GP. who said the 
journalist had become anx¬ 
ious and drank too much. 

Dr Shere said Mr Temple 
was suffering from paranoid 
delusions at their first meet¬ 
ing. He believed his telephone 
was being lapped fay people 
who wanted to kill him. 

“He feared that the manage¬ 
ment would hear about what 
he described as his perver¬ 
sion," Dr Shere said. "For 
many years he had acompul- 
skm to pat the bottoms of 
young women ... but he 
assured me it never amounted 
to more than this." He added: 
“On the face (rf it, it seems a 
relatively innocent activity* b*- 
deed entirely innocent." 

The coroner Brian Smith 
said: "What Mr Tfemple may 
consider a perversion may not 
fay men and women of the 
world be considered as such."

Paul Hill’s second 


murder conviction 
quashed in Belfast

PAUL Hill, one of the 
Guildford Four, walked free 
from the High Court in Belfast 
yesterday after his cDnvkrtkm 
for the murder of a former 
soldier in the dty in 1974 was 
quashed. 

The judgment cleared the 
way for Mr HB1, 39, who 
married into America's Ken¬ 
nedy family last year, to daim 
up to £500,000 in compensa¬ 
tion for wrongful imprison¬ 
ment and to take up US 
citizenship.

“The fact that the court is 
satisfied that the accused 
made a number of untruthful 
allegations does not mean that 
the court wiQ be satisfied that 
there is no truth in any of his 
allegations." 

After the hearing, Mr Hill 
said he was relieved by the 
derision, which would allow 
him to lead a normal life.

Teachers accused of 
luring pupils away 
from opt-out school

A NEWLY opted-out school is 
lacked in a bitter struggle for 
survival after a Labour coun¬ 
cil allowed three-quarters of 
its teachers to move to the 
school's nearest rival and lure 
children away. 

Governors at Hawksmoor 
primary, in Thamesmead, 
southeast London, claim that 
Greenwich council is trying to 
sabotage the school after 
parents voted to leave local 
authority control. 

Eight of Hawksmoor’s 11 
teachers, who left the school 
last month in protest at the 
decision to opt out, this week 
started the summer term at a 
neighbouring primary. 

Paul Adams, the head teach¬ 
er at Hawksmoor, said the 
move was the most serious 
attempt to undermine his lift- 
pupil primary in an increas¬ 
ingly acrimonious dispute that 
has divided the community. 
He said the departing teachers 
stripped displays off class¬ 
room walls before they went. 

Since Hawksmoor was giv¬ 
en approval last month by 
John Patten, the Education 
Secretary, to become the first 


grant-maintained school in 
Greenwich, the council has 
closed its after-school activities 
dub. It has also tried to seize 
Hawksmoor's stock of musical 
instruments, take back com¬ 
puters and daim ownership to 
an adjoining playground. 

The dispute was triggered 
more than two years ago when 
Greenwich began to draw up 
proposals to reduce the num¬ 
ber of empty desks in 
Thamesmead, an overspill es¬ 
tate built in the 1970s. 
Hawksmoor was an obvious 
candidate for closure because 
it needed up to £300.000 for 
roof repairs and had fewer 
than 200 pupils, half its 
capadty. But parents and 
governors decided to apply to 
opt out to escape plans for a 
merger with another half- 
empty school. Linton Mead 
primary on its neighbour’s 
more modem site 600 yards 
away. 

Although government min¬ 
isters have said that schools 
will not be allowed to opt out 
to avoid closure. Mr Patten 
approved Hawksmoor’s appli¬ 
cation. Dave Picton, the Lab¬ 


our chairman of the borough's 
education committee, denied 
that Greenwich was trying to 
undermine Hawksmoor. He 
said disputes over property at 
the school were being resolved 
and that the former Hawks¬ 
moor staff would be at Linton 
Mead only until they were 
found permanent posts in the 

borough. 

Mr Picton said: “I would be 
very happy if Hawksmoor 
failed with the parents voting 
with their feet But we do not 
want children educated in an 
atmosphere of bitterness and 
division." 

One teacher who left, Nat¬ 
alie Ratcliff, said the decision 
to move after nine years left 
her “gutted" but was made on 
principle because she opposed 
opting out 

She said: “1 love my dass. I 
helped them to read and write, 
to tie their shoelaces and 
watched them grow up. It is a 
bitter dispute. "

Blackpool and Brighton head list of beaches failing minimum pol 

Water at biggest resorts 
‘unsafe for swimming’

LESS than 10 per cent of 
British beaches are guaran¬ 
teed to be free of sewage 
pollution and safe for bathing, 
according to a guide published 
yesterday. Nearly 20 per cent, 
inducting those at leading 
resorts such as Blackpool and 
Brighton, are so heavily con¬ 
taminated they faD even mini¬ 
mum water quality standards. 

The beach at Blackpool, 
visited by six million people a 
year, is described as “very 
badly polluted” and “highly 
unsuitable for bathing". Not a 
single beach on the northwest 
coast, from Skinbumess in 
Cumbria down to West Kirby 
on the Wirral, is judged dean 
enough to be definitely safe for 
bathers. 

Only 71 of the 928 beaches 
listed in The Reader's Digest 
Good Beach Guide are said to 
meet the high standards for 
water quality set by the Mar¬ 
ine Conservation Society. 
About 160 beaches, described 
as “heavily contaminated with 
sewage", fail the minimum 
quality standard set by the 
European Community, which 
is 20 times less strict than that

ria count 

The Department of the En¬ 
vironment said that 140 beach¬ 
es satisfied this standard, 
which provided "adequate 
health protection” But the 
guide daims that beaches 
satisfying only this standard 
are still “almost certainly con¬ 
taminated by sewage and 
carry a significant health 
risk". 

Last year, the guide gave 94 
beadtes its top “four dolphin" 
rating. The reduction to 71 this 
year is mainly due to the.

es in Scotland because they 
have not been regularly moni-

ARMY vehiries worth mil¬ 
lions of pounds are rotting i 
away in Germany while min¬ 
isters delay making decisions 
on the future of Britain's 
armedfbroes. 

. The National Audit Office 
pinpoints widespread waste 
by the Ministry of Defence in 
pulling out hundreds at vehi¬ 
ries from Germany as part of 
plans - to withdraw. 27,000 
troops.- The withdrawals are 
: designed- to reduce the £13: 
biltion budget of the British 
Army of ihe Rhine. 

The report published today 
reveals that the first phase of 
die programme to ■ reduce 
equipment has resulted t in 
substantial losses of-.taxpay- ; 
ere* money. The Audit Office ■ 
says that of the L80Q neat- 
armoured vehicles left in stor¬ 
age, morfm the open air, more 
than one-third lay idle far 
more than a year, with a small 
handful being left for more 
than sevm years. 

The:vehicles, which cost £74 
million, have lost much of 
.their value, but the Audit 
Office points out that some 
vehicles sold as non-runners 
were found to be suffering 
only from flat batteries and 
other minor defects. 

The report also calls on the 
Ministry of Defence to- sell 
more non-military vehicles in 
Germany, where, they achieve 
higher prices than in Britain, 
as wen is reducing transport 
costs. 

Although the number of 
vehicles being stored has now 
been reduced to about 700,:the 
report points to a wasteful.

Rabbis tell troops 
to defy Rabin over 
eviction of settlers

AS YITZHAK Rabin, the Is¬ 
raeli Prime Minister, pledged 
yesterday to dismantle Jewish 
settlements in the occupied 
Golan Heights in exchange for 
peace with Syria, doubts grew 
about the number of withers 
in the Israeli army prepared to 
obey such an order. 

Mr Rabin, in his most 
forthright statement yei, said: 
“Fbr me peace is a more 
important value for tbe ihure 
of Israel’s security thar one 
group of settlements or 
another." The concern, which 
has taken the form ol an 
agonised debate in a couitry 
where the army is venerated 
as an almost sacred institu¬ 
tion. was prompted by a 
ruling by three influential 
rabbis that soldiers should 
disobey any order to evxx 
settlers. ( 

“You must refuse it like you 
would refuse an order to eat 
pork.” they woe told by 
Abraham Sbapira, the former 
Chief Rabbi, Tpe religious 
leaders were supported by 
Yitzhak Shamii the former 
right-wing Pripe Minister, 
who declared a soldier must 
disobey any orfler to remove 
Jews “from thejhomeland" as 
it would be eon valent to an 
order to Idllj his parents. 


Israeli military correspon¬ 
dents estimate that about 30 
per cent of all combat soldiers 
now come from the national 
religious camp, men who tend 
to respect rabbinical rulings 
and distinguished by their 
knitted skull caps they wear 
even when fighting. A report 
on “Israeli security and the 
peace process" by Tel Aviv 
University found that 38 per 
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cent of respondents to an 
opinion survey said they 
would personally disobey any 
such military command, 
against 62 per cent who said 
they would obey it The report 
noted that the willingness to 
contemplate conscientious 
objection was higher than in 


previous cases when it has 
been practised mostly by sol¬ 
diers with left-wing views who 
refused to serve in the 1982 
Lebanon war or in putting 
down the Palestinian Intifada 
in the occupied West Bank and 
Gaza Strip. "The situation in 
1994 was at a different level” 
the survey concluded. “A third 
of the sample seemed to sense 
the explosive nature of the 
problem.” 

The deep social divisions 
prompted by the issue were 
dramatically highlighted 
when Mr Rabin made his 
pledge to a conference of 
Israel's collective form move¬ 
ment. including representa¬ 
tives of the 32 settlements on 
the Golan, home to 15JXJ0 
Jews, many who have vowed 
not to leave peacefully. 

As die Prime Minister, a 
former army chief of staff, 
declared his willingness to 
remove the Jewish communi¬ 
ties which have mushroomed 
cm the Golan since its capture 
from Syria in 1967. he was 
loudly heckled by settlers in 
the audience. They have the 
backing of a nationwide cam¬ 
paign of rallies, bumper stick¬ 
ers and banners demanding 
that peace indude the reten¬ 
tion of the Golan annexed by

Israel in 1981.La ter, Rabbi 
Nahum Rabinovitch, head of 
a religious college near Jerusa¬ 
lem where students combine 
study of the Torah with mili¬ 
tary service, made dear that 
the rabbinical ruling applied 
equally to Golan settlements 
as those in the Gaza Strip and 
in tiie West Bank, which some 
Jews regard as the biblical 
land of Israel “It applies to 
any place and any person who 


is to be removed from their 
home against their will," the 
rabbi said. “It is both i mm oral 
and a criminal act to remove 
anybody from their home, be 
they an Englishman, a Jew or 
anyone else.” The rabbi 
claimed wide support inside 
army ranks for the demand 
that all future orders to dis¬ 
mantle settlements be dis¬ 
obeyed. Mr Rabin has reacted 
angrily to the religious cam¬ 


paign. dahning that the de¬ 
mands of the rabbis for sol¬ 
diers to disobey.. their 
commanders set in motion. 
"the destruction of the Israeli 
defence forces and the security 
of the state.” 

In preparation for the pull¬ 
out from the occupied territo¬ 
ries, the Israeli Labour

IN THE wake of last week’s 
“friendly fire” disaster in the Iraqi 
desert die Pentagon is now mak¬ 
ing a hash of tbe investigation. 

American officials have so far 
failed to give British authorities 
any information about their en¬ 
quiries into tiie shooting down of 
two US Army helicopters by two 
US Air Force F15C fighters in 
which 26 United Nations and 
American mfiiiaiy personnel in¬ 


cluding two British officers, were 
killed. Yet The Washington Times 
yesterday quoted Pentagon offici¬ 
als as saying the systems that 
could have identified die Black 
Hawk helicopters had been 
turned off.

Whites face change with dignified distress

WEATHER-beaten Europe¬ 
ans sit glumly in caffes, read¬ 
ing headlines announcing 
“The End of the Road 1 * and 
“Future Hangs in Balance”. 
It is a dose-of-empire scene 
familiar globally since the 
middle of the century. 

Soberly dressed white poli¬ 
ticians will, barring a spectac¬ 
ular upset, hand over to 
black technocrats who favour 
more flamboyant attire. The 
apartheid enforced by gener¬ 
ations of whites is dying, 
exhausted after 40 years of 
denying the reality of a 
tenuous European toehold in 
Africa. 

Among the remaining ad¬ 
herents of apartheid are a 
fringe of fair-right groups 
who talk loosely of an armed 
revolt they cannot win; this is 
what many moderate whites 
call “brandy-and-coke brava¬ 
do” after the brown-shirted. 
neo-Nazis’ favourite tipple. 

South Africa's white popu¬ 
lation appears to be largely 
reconciled to change. In a 
referendum, two-thirds of 
voters backed the talks lead¬ 
ing to next week’s polls. 

Unlike the migrations from 
collapsed colonial empires. 
South Africa's whites really 
have nowhere else go. Thou¬ 
sands of whites from Kenya. 
Conga Zambia. Zimbabwe 
and other independent na¬ 
tions created by the 1960s 
winds of change drifted to 
South Africa to escape black 
rule. 

In any case, milli ons of 
white South Africans do not 
want to move. South Africa is 
different from colonial Afri¬ 
ca. French. Dutch and Ger¬ 
man settlers who founded the 
Afrikaner nation — the true 
“white tribe” of Africa — 
started to arrive in South 
Africa 340 years ago, before 
the United States was a 
nation and before the United 
Kingdom was united. 

Nevertheless, anxiety 
about the future unites five 
million whites from both 
English and Afrikaans- 
speaking groups, and is evi¬ 
dent in tiie caffes and the 
culture. “We are marching 
out of the Garden of Eden.” 
said one pensioner in a 
Johannesburg coffee shop. 

Affluent whites live in luxu¬ 
ry behind razor wire-tipped 
high walls in cage-like 
bouses. Their air-conditioned 
shopping mails are crowded 
with every consumer item 
available, but signs suggest 
all is not welL “Pain Clinics” 
and “Stress Ginics" abound 
South Africa is a world leader 
in tension-related problems 
such as crime, heart disease, 
divorce, suicide and car acci¬ 
dents. Newspapers ore filled 
with advertisements about 
the latest domestic security 
devices, guns and discreet- 
fitting armour that can stop 
bullets from an AK47 assault 
rifle. 

Influential blacks under¬ 
stand and even sympathise. 
Nelson Mandela, the leader 
of the African National Con¬ 
gress who is widely regarded 
as the president-in-waiting, 
frequently reassures business 
leaders that they will have a 
role in a state where relics of 
white rule are sure to vanish. 

“Don’t pack, madam.” 
writes Bafano Khumala a 
black columnist ironically as¬ 
suming a servant’s voice. “We 
good natives want you, mad¬ 
am, and the baas [master] to 
stay. Besides, where will you 
get a job and who’ll make 
your tea and look after the 
little baas?"

IN ANOTHER unexpected twist 
to South Africa's election saga, 
Ferdi Hartzenberg, leader of the 
Conservative Party, yesterday an¬ 
nounced that his supporters may 
participate in next week’s poll if 
key demands, including the grant¬ 
ing of a white homeland, were 
met But his conditions were 
rejected by Pretoria, and raised 
questions over his desire to partic¬ 
ipate in the election. 

Dr Hartzenberg said he would 
only back the election if there 
were an assurance of a homeland 
(volkstaat) if a right-wing party 
polled more than 800,000 votes. 
Their participation should only be 
seen in terms of a referendum to 
test the support for a volkstaat 
proposal. His proposal came after 


talks with General Constand 
Viljoen, leader of the right-wing 
Freedom Front who suggested in 
a speech that the Conservative 
Party (CP) may participate in the 
elections. General Vfijoen said 
that all Christian people needed to 
vote against the communist ele¬ 
ment in the African National 
Congress/South African Commu¬ 
nist Party alliance.

BOSNIAN Serb lank shells 
hit a medical centre of 
Gorazde yesterday, killing be¬ 
tween 15 and 20 patients and 
wounding others. United Na¬ 
tions sources said in Sarajevo. 

The shelling came as John 
Major fold the Commons that 
Britain was pressing for a 
“rapid and united" response to 
die UN cad for Nato air 
strikes to protect all “safe 
havens" in Bosrtia-Herzegovi- 
na. Britain remains doubtful 
about air strikes but Nato 
should help give stronger pro¬ 
tection to the UN-designated 
safe areas. Mr Major said at 
question time. He insisted 
that, while keeping the objec¬ 
tive of a negotiated settlement 
in view, attacks on UN troops 
or the safe areas “will meet 
with a strong response". 

In Bosnia, a convoy of UN 
troops, including 100 British, 
French and Ukrainian peace¬ 
keepers along with 41 Swedish 
medics, set off for Gorazde 
yesterday morning. The multi¬ 
national company is to en¬ 
courage a ceasefire in one part 
of the town, ft appears that the 
Serbs hope to use the UN 
troops to oversee the ghetto 
into which their ultimatum 
would force the estimated 
40.000 residents and refugees 
trapped in Gorazde. 

Foreign relief workers in 
Gorazde said that 47 people 
had been killed and 143 
wounded between Wednesday 


and yesterday afternoon. 
Another 10 to 20 residents 
were killed when a makeshift 
annex to the town's hospital 
came under tank fire. The first 
shell exploded among sand¬ 
bags shielding foe facility in 
the ground-floor of an apart- 1 
merit building across foe street 
from foe hospital, clearing the 
path for the second. The 
following shell exploded in¬ 
side. among patients who had 


^ 
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been moved from foe main 
hospital to make space for foe 
waves of new arrivals and 
medical staff. A Serb anti¬ 
aircraft artillery gun. firing 
explosive shells, kept officials 
and residents from removing 
foe dead. 

In Moscow. Vyacheslav 
Kostikov. President Yeltsin's 
spokesman, said yesterday 
that the Russian leader want¬ 
ed the international commun¬ 
ity to reach a common 
position, even though Moscow 


was stiD opposed in principle 
to the use of air strikes. 

"The situation is hot enough 
and time will not wait." said 
Mr Kostikov. “Of course we 
cannot expect such a meeting 
to take place in the next few 
days, but probably within a 
month." 

Pavel Grachev, foe Defence 
Minister, has revealed that 
Russia’s historical ties to its 
Slav brethren in the Balkans is 
still very much alive. Yester¬ 
day he insisted that the' Mus¬ 
lims and Serbs were equally 
to blame for foe fighting in 
Gorazde. 

Bosnian Serb leaders mean¬ 
while reacted angrily yester¬ 
day to President Clinton's plan 
to extend Nato air cover to all 
the UN safe areas.Momcflo 
Krajisnik, the powerful speak¬ 
er of the Bosnian Serb assem¬ 
bly. said that Mr Clinton's 
plan would be “a catastrophe 
not only for this region but the 
whole of Europe.”

America’s allies struggle to follow Clinton’s policy on the Balkans

Art expert frames the 
real Madame Picasso

ALL VS. ALMOST 


HUNDREDS of Picasso 
paintings and drawing 
from foe 1920s depict foe 
artist’s secret romantic ob¬ 
session with a beautiful 
American socialite. Sara 
Morphy, and not his first 
wife Olga, according to a 
leading Picasso scholar. 

Art historians have hither¬ 
to believed foal such Picasso 
masterpieces as Woman in 
White and Madame Picas¬ 
so represent Olga Koklova, 
a ballerina with DiaghUev’s 
company whom be married 
in 1918. but new research 
indicates these and other 
works were inspired by the 
artist's covert infatuation 
with foe bewitching Sara. 

“Picasso was mesmerised 
by Sara,” writes William 
Rubin, former head of 
painting . and sculpture at 
the Metroplitan Museum of 
Art in New York, in a 
forthcoming article in Art 
News magazine. Mr Rubin 
also claims foe punter may 
have tied to interviewers and 
intentionally misdated his 
works in order to hide from 
his wife an adulterous fixa¬ 
tion with another woman. 

Sara was a doyenne of foe 
jazz age. an object of adora¬ 
tion not only to Picasso but 
also to such towering artistic 
figures as Ernest Heming¬ 
way and F. Scott Fitzgerald. 

Picasso first met Sara in 
1921 and foe two couples 
both lived at foe Hotel du 
Cap in Antibes in 1923. 
When Gerald Murphy went 
to Venice to work with Cole 
Porter on the ballet “Wilhin 
the Quota". Picasso used his 
“ animal magnetisin'* to 

court Sara, writes Mr 
Rubin, adding foe sugges¬ 
tion that her husband, 
meanwhile, may have been 
having a homosexual affair 
with Porter.

Singapore to 
cane second 
foreigner for 
vandalism

BRITAIN is to join the United 
States in contesting Singa¬ 
pore's intention to cane nation¬ 
als convicted of offences in the 
island republic. 

Yesterday a second foreign 
teenager was sentenced to 12 
strokes of the cane by a 
Singapore court when he was 
found guilty of four charges of 
vandalism, mischief and traf¬ 
fic off ences. Shiu Chi Ho. 16, 
from Hong Kong, was also 
given an eight-month prison 
sentence and fined 1,500 Sin¬ 
gapore dollars (£660). 

Shiu, son of an actress with 
the Singapore Broadcasting 
Corporation where his father 
is drama director, had denied 
the four charges against him, 
each of which carried a man¬ 
datory three lashes of a rattan 
cane on the bare burrocks on 
conviction. He was released 
on bail of 75.000 Sigapore 
dollars pending an appeal. 
His mother, Fong Shui Fun. 
broke down on hearing the 
sentence.

already done so in the case of 
Emmanuel Yankson, a Briton 
sentenced in February to four 
years'jail and four strokes of 
the rattan for burglary, theft 
and visa offences. 

District Judge F. G. Reme- 
dios. passing sentence on 
Shiu. said: "It is obvious these 
offences were committed wil¬ 
fully. The court must consider 
the needs of society 
At the same time. Michael 
Fay, 18, an American who has 
lived in Singapore with his 
mother and stepfather since 
1992, is awaiting the outcome 
of a clemency appeal he made 
on Wednesday to President 
Ong of Singapore. 

Fay. in Queenstown prison, 
has been sentenced to six 
strokes of the cane after plead¬ 
ing guilty to two charges of 
vandalism by spray-painting 
cars, two of mischief for 
tossing eggs at other vehicles 
and one of retaining stolen 
road signs last September. 

A decision is expected with¬ 
in the next few days on the 
caning sentence, which is said 
to cause permanent scars. 
President Gin ton has called 
the sentence “extreme" and 
said It would be a mistake to 
cane the teenager, but the 
Singapore government has 
said it would not intervene. 
Singapore defends beating, 
saying it wants to prevent this 
tightly run city state becoming 
crime-ridden like America. 

The case has caused contro¬ 
versy in America and else¬ 
where; many Americans, it 
seems, believe Singapore's 
tough laws, including caning, 
are justified if they keep down 
the crime rate but groups such 
as Amnesty International 
have protested against the 
sentence as an issue of human 
rights. 

Fay has insisted privately 
that he is innocent, but con¬ 
fessed as a result of a police 
beating. He pleaded guilty

During his trial, Shiu al¬ 
leged that oral and written 
statements he had made to 
police last October were co¬ 
erced by beatings and threats. 
Police denied the allegations 
and the judge ruled that the 
confessions were admissible 
as evidence. The defendant 


had earlier told the court that 
polioe interrogators had 
punched him on the chest 
slapped his fiw, struck him 
with elbows to the back of the 
neck, and beat him on the leg 
with a ruler. 

A Malaysian bay, 15, who 
allegedly received a beating by 
police in which his hearing 
was impaired, has still to be 
tried mi similar charges.

17-year-old previously flogged 


for vandalism, a Singaporean 
who received three strokes 
and three months in 1985 for 
spray-painting die wall of a 
block of pubEohousing flats.

WILLIAM PERRY, the Amer¬ 
ican Defence Secretary, 
turned up the heat yesterday 
over the North Korean 
nuclear programme by dis¬ 
closing that Pyongyang could 
have processed enough pluto¬ 
nium to build up to five bombs 
within weeks. 

Mr Perry s remarks ar a 
press conference in Seoul are 
expected ro spur calls for 
International Atomic Energy 
Agency (IAEA) offi cials to 
return to North Korea for 
further inspection of its sus¬ 
pected nuclear weapons 
programme. 

United Nations nuclear in¬ 
spectors looking for evidence 
of the alleged bomb project 
must be present in North 
Korea when it removes the 
core of its main power reactor, 
a UN spokesman said. David 
Kyd. for the IAEA, said it was 
“vitally important to be there" 
to determine if radioactive fuel 
had been diverted from the 
Yongbon reactor for use in a 
covert arms programme. 

“We want to see if it [the fuel 
core! has been partially or 
largely changed since it was 
installed in 1986." he said. The 
reactor core has to be changed 
in the coming weeks. North 
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Korea denies diverting fuel 
from the reactor but Mr Kyd 
said it had been closed for 100 
days in 1989, which would 
have been an opportunity to 
remove uranium in secret 
Commenting on reports 
that North Korea had invited 
IAEA inspectors back again 
after an abortive visit last 
month. Mr Kyd said that the 
agency responded positively to 
the new North Korean offer, 
but there was no agreement on 
the conditions of a fresh 
inspection. Mr Perry, who left 
for Tokyo after meeting South 
Korean government officials

Doomed regime 
sets store on 
nuclear security 

For the beleaguered North Korea , 
joining the exclusive club of nations with 
nuclear weapons is all a question of 
survival , Lawrence Freedman writes 


T he crisis over North 
Korea's nuclear pro¬ 
gramme has proved to 
be drawn-ouL All parties are 
developing a stake in prevari¬ 
cation: the North Korean 
leadership. President Kim II 
Sung, the “Great Leader", and 
his son Kim Jong IL the “Dear 
Leader”, so that they can get 
closer to achieving weapons 
capability without suffering 
any penalties; their neigh¬ 
bour in East Asia because 
they fear what North Korea 
might do if sufficiently pro¬ 
voked; and the Americans, 
because they are unable to 
match a tough stance with 
effective pressure. 

Inevitably, much of the 
debate has been couched in 
termsof threats to the Nuclear 
Non-Proliferation Treaty and 
anxieties about the sort of 
states to which North Korea 
might eventually transfer its 
nudear know-how. Pyong¬ 
yang is not however, develop¬ 
ing nudear weapons with the 
prime objective of unsettling 
the global non-proliferation 
regime or stoking the flames 
of conflict elsewhere. It is 
developing them for its 
security. 

Part of tiie difficulty in 
making sense of Pyongyang's 
behaviour is that it has so 
many reasons to fed insecure 
it is not altogether dear which 
particular source of vulnera¬ 
bility the nudear programme 
is designed to address. 

All nudear powers have 
explained their programmes 
in terms of their fear of 
another country’s hostile 
nuclear intent North Kona 
has pointed to Japan, but it is 
not dear whether this is a 
pretext playing on Korean 
distrust of Japan. or is 
genuine. 

It Is more likely that the 
nuclear programme repre¬ 
sents the last desperate hope 
of a downed regime.

The North’s future is bound 
up with unification with the 
South. Thetwodaim to desire 
such a coming together. How¬ 
ever. the South, having 
watched the stressful German 
experience, is not anxious to 
push the issue while the 
North knows that any unifica¬ 
tion on its terms could only be 
achieved by force. 

Perhaps the North's Old 
Guard harbours plans for one 
last push against the South. 
To its frustration, the conven¬ 
tional military balance if any¬ 
thing favours the South. It 
hopes that long-range mis¬ 
siles. possibly equipped with 
chemical and nudear weap¬ 
ons, might tilt things in its 
favour, and while the Ameri¬ 
cans could neutralise such a 
threat once Pyongyang is 
considered to be a nuclear 
power Americans wiU think 
twice before joining in a war. 

A second explanation may 
be one of genuine insecurity, 
bordering on paranoia. It 
feds threatened by the con¬ 
ventional imbalance on the 
South's favour. The third ex¬ 
planation suggests that the 
crisis is internally focused, 
intended to rally support for 
the regime by creating a war 
atmosphere There have even 
been allegations to the effect 
that amid such an atmosphere 
the whole programme is a 
gigantic bluff. The regime is 
playing for veiy high stakes. 
In the long-term scaring off 
the Americans could lead to 
South Korea reappraising its 
own nudear status — in which 
case Japan and Taiwan might 
begin their own reappraisals, 
in the short term, continued 
prevarication may produce 
irresistible pressure for eco¬ 
nomic sanctions. The North’s 
media have described such 
sanctions as tantamount to 
war. This indicates that (he 
risis is dangerous not only 
because of North Korea's 
nuclear aspirations: but 
because these are symptomat¬ 
ic of the anxieties of a ruthless 
regime which lacks a credible 
future.

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L ast week Dame Vera Lynn 
was singing We'll Meet 
Again at the launch of die 
Government's D-Day celebra¬ 
tions. John Major sang lustily 
along with her. 

Today she is another thorn in 
the Prime Minister's side, at the 
very centre of the row over the 
plans to mark the fiftieth an¬ 
niversary of the Normandy land¬ 
ings. 

Dame Vera’s threat tojiull out of 
the jamboree in. Hyde Paris; has 
been die last straw for ministers, 
who had hoped to turn a solemn 
event into a party for the nation. 
Her protest, on top of outcries - 
from veterans' associations across 
the land, was the one that sent the 
Government into retreat 
Why should a 1940s pop star 
have such an effect on the powers 
that be? Why does the crooner of a 
few sentimental ballads hold such 
power? it is difficult to think of any 
modern-day singer who could deal 
such a serious Wow. 

Dame Vera has become part of 
our national heritage, foe singing 
voice of contemporary history. No 
veterans' reunion would be com¬ 
plete without one of her tunes, no 
national celebration tenable with¬ 
out her plaintive voice. At ft. she is 
still the forces' sweetheart, a living 
testimony to Noel Coward’s views 
on the potency of cheap music, 
especially in wartime.

“The White CliJJs of Dover 
brings tears to my eyes," says 
Sidney Goldberg, of the Norman¬ 
dy Veterans Association. "I get 
emotional about foe period and as 
soon as I hear that song it evokes 
memories. Those songs represent¬ 
ed certain sentiments of that time. 

“We didn't have television then, 
we didn't have other distractions, 
so this music was particularly 
important These were tunes 
people could remember, that they 
could whistle in the street You 
couldn’t do that with anything in 
the Top Ten today.” 

Dame Vera hit a nerve with her 
choice of songs, but it was her 
background, too, that appealed to 
a nation holding itself together 
through foe Blitz. She was bom in 
foe East End of London, her father 
was a plumber and she was only 
seven when she first appeared on 
stage at the East Ham Working 
Men’s Chib. 

Her strong, dear voice and 
straightforward, soupy ballads, 
that she loved even that, made her 
an immediate hit and before long 


she was performing regularly in 
local variety halls, concert plat¬ 
forms and at trade union benefits. 

She was never a star at school 
and was happy to leave at 14. She 
lasted one day. sewing on buttons, 
in a local factory, then quit Her 
mother and father let her do it she 
was earning more in a week Grom 
singing than she could make in a 
month from sewing. 

At that time, she was Vera 
Welch, but as she grew more 
successful she changed her sur¬ 
name to Lynn, her grandmothers 
maiden name. By the age of 18, she 
was singing with the Joe Loss 
Band. At 21 , she had achieved her 
dream of owning her own house. 


A s Britain edged closer to 
war, she was broadcasting 
to foe nation with the big 
band leaders such as Howard 
Baker and Ambrose. Nightclubs 
across foe country would tune in 
and dance to their performances. 
When they ware over for the night, 
she would slip on her doth coat 
and queue for the number 15 bus to 


take her from Regent Street home 
to East Ham. 

When foe war began, she went 
solo and in 1940 launched her own 
BBC radio series. Sincerely Yours, 
wifo its signature tune, "Wishing", 

which won out to troops all over 
the world. She was foe link be¬ 
tween them and their girls bade 
home, whose letters she read out 
between sentimental favourites. 
During foe Bfitz she would sleep in 
the theatre until the all-clear went 
and then drive her Austin Ten 
back through the ruins of tie 
night's bombing. 

The BBC grew worried that foe 
songs would sap the men’s vitality 
and tried to take her off foe air, but 
by now she was the most popular 
female vocalist in Britain and the 
plans were dropped. One comedi¬ 
an said: "The war was started by 
Vera Lynn's agent" 

In 1944. she toured Burma with 
Ezisa. foe armed forces entertain¬ 
ment organisation, and won a 
place in foe heart of the"Forgotten 
Array”. She arrived home on D- 
Day, June 6. 1944, admitting that 


what she bad witnessed on the 
front line had made her grow ujx 

After the war, she returned to 
foe variety droit, managed by 
Harry Lewis; her husband; who 
had been the darinettist in the 
Ambrose band Her baby daugh¬ 
ter, Virginia, now married to an 
RAF squadron leader, came every¬ 
where with her. In its earty days 
she was distrustful of television, 
bur after she won her own series 
for Redifusian and die BBC she 
grew to loveiL She was enormous¬ 
ly successful m America, too, 
appearin g regularly on Tallulah 
Bankhead’s radio show and was 
foe first British singer to have a 
number one hit there, wifo Auf 
Wiederseh’n. 

She was awarded the OBE in 
1969 and in 1975 was made a 
Dame. Today she lives wife Hany 
in the tiny East Sussex village of 
Ditcfaling. where she follows a fat- 
free tfiet and spends her spare time 
painting. She has helped to raise 
mlfikms for charity, especially the 
Spastics, and her singing voice is 
as strong as ever. She vs a friended 
Queen Elizabeth the Queen Moth¬ 
er. to whom foe sang Happy 
(ninetieth) Birthday. It is said that 
after foe two women lunch togeth¬ 
er, she is always asked to sing. The 
serv an ts are invited in to watch her 
perform unaccompanied and, at 
foe urging of the Queen Mother, 
will gradually join in.

We won't make a drama out of a crisis. 


I n the history of science 
there are few holy places, 
but the archipelago that 
lies 650 miles off foe 
coast of Ecuador is one. Here, 
in the dozen or so islands that 
make up the Galapagos, 
Charles Darwin observed foe 
creatures that helped to in¬ 
spire On the Origin of Spe¬ 
cies. Today foe island of 
Isabela, the largest in the 
group, is in flames after a two- 
month drought turned the 
semi-arid landscape tinder- 
dry. Tourism and uncon¬ 
trolled fishing are also 
threatening the unspoilt char¬ 
acter of foe islands, but the fire 
is the most urgent problem. 

Darwin visited foe islands 
as naturalist on HMS Beagle, 


Darwin's theories provided the basis on which modem man still 
views the natural world. Now the creatures which inspired him 
are threatened by a devastating fire. Nigel Hawkes reports 


which set sail in 1831. Of the 
five-year voyage, only five 
weeks were spent on the 
islands, but what Darwin saw 
there slowly matured in his 
mind before emerging many 
years later in his theory of 
evolution by natural selection. 
No more important scientific 
book has ever been published 
than On the Origin of Species 
—our whole understanding of 
foe natural world is foot 
through with Darwinian

ideas, which retain their pow¬ 
er to inspire and. in sane. to 
infuriate. 

The young Darwin bad no 
mission, when he set sail an 
foe Beagle, to throw the Book 
of Genesis to the winds. Nar 
did what he saw of the animals 
and birds strike him with the 
force of revelation. Even his 
observations of the varieties of 
finches, late so important to 
his theories, had. to wait until 
after the Beagle had returned 
home and he had had them 
classified by John Gould. 

Darwin’s first remarks 
about foe Galapagos in The 
Voyage of the Beagle scarcely 
hint at the islands' future 
importance. Of Chatham Is¬ 
land (now San Cristobal), he 
wrote: “Nothing could be less 
inviting than foe first appear¬ 
ance. A broken field of black 
basaltic lava, thrown into the 
most rugged waves, and 
crossed by great fissures, is 
everywhere covered by stunt¬ 
ed, sun-burnt brushwood, 
whidi shows little signs of life. 
The dry and parched surface, 
being heated by the noon-day 
sun, gave to the air a dose and 
sultry feeling, like that from a 
stove: we fancied even that the 
bushes smelt unpleasantly." 

The reptiles made more of 
an impact. Not all erf them 
charmed him: the unique mar¬ 
ine iguanas of Galapagos, he 
said, were the “most disgust¬ 
ing, clumsy lizards... imps of 
darkness". 

“As I was wanting along I 
met two large tortoises, each of 
which must have weighed at 
least two hundred pounds: one 
was eating a piece erf cactus, 
and as I approached, it stared 
at. me and slowly walked 
away; the other gave a deep 
hiss, and drew in its neck. 
These huge reptiles, surround¬ 
ed by foe black lava, the 
leafless shrubs, and large cac¬ 
ti. seemed to nay fancy like 
some antediluvian animals. " 


L ike all navigators of 
the time, the crew of 
the Beagle ate tortoise. 
“A single Ship’s com¬ 
pany caught 500-800 in a short 
time," Darwin wrote approv¬ 
ingly. and his own company 
netted 15. “The breast-plate 
roasted wifo the flesh on it is 
very good,” he reported, “and 
the young tortoises make ex¬ 
cellent soup; but otherwise foe 
meat to my taste is indiffer¬ 
ent” Darwin also climbed on 
foe tortoise’s backs, and “giv- i 
ing a few raps on the hinder 
part of their shells, they would 
rise up and. walk away; but I 
found it very difficult to kero 
my balance." This practice is 
not recommended to today's 
visitors to the islands 
The animals of the Galapa¬ 
gos were at once strange to 
Darwin, and familiar. What 
struck him first was how 
similar many of them were to 
those he had seen. on foe 
mainland. But late, when he 
had seen Gould's classifica¬ 
tion of tiie finches, he realised 
how they varied in a subtie 
way freon island to island 
within the archipelago. Here, 
he said, “both in space and 
time we seem to be brought 
somewhat near to that great 
fact—that mystery of myster¬ 
ies — the first appearance of 
new beings tin this earth” 

The data were summarised 
in On the Origin of Species: 
There are 26 land-birds; of 
these, 21 or perhaps 23 are 
ranked as distinct species, and 
would commonly be assumed

THE PARTY from die Beagle collected animals and plants 
everywhere they went Among foe specimens returned from foe 
Galapagos were 13 species of finches, whose beaks ranged in 
size from that of a hawfinch to that of a warbler. The largest, foe 
ground finch, had a beak almost parrot-like in shape; the 
smallest; foe warbler finch, a tinypointed beak 

If Darwin had realised these differences at the time, he would 
have beenmore careful in theway he collected and labelled the 
birds, ensuring that specimens were collected from each of foe 
islands and were dearly distinguished. It was not until the 
specimens had been returned to England and classified that 
their importance struck him. 

Seeing this gradation and diversity of structure in one small 
intimately related group of birds, Darwin wrote in 1845, one 
mi ght really fancy that from an original paucity of birds, one 
species had been taken and modified for different ends. 
Fourteen years later, in On the Origin of Species, that Is exactly 
what be did conclude. 


to have been here created; yet 
the dose affinity of most of 
these birds to American spe¬ 
cies is manifest in every char¬ 
acter, in their habits, gestures.

The evidence, stored in Dar- 
wm*s capacious mind, allowed 
of only one explanation. The 
flndtes must have been btavm 
to the islands from the main¬ 
land fay a storm. (We now 
know whkt Darwin did not. 
that this was neriiaps a motion 
years ago.) Once there, their 
descendants became adapted 
to different types of food, 
natural selection favouring 
those with the beaks best 
suited to the food available. 

From a single aboriginal 
finch, a total of 13 distinct 
spedes evolved: “A most sin- / 
gular group, related to each 
other in the structure of their 
beaks, short tails, form of 
body, and plumage,” as Dar¬ 
win wrote. The most curious 
fact is the perfect gradation in 
foe she of the beaks in the 
different spedes." 

Small wonder, then, thatfoe 
fires raging on Isabela strike a 
drill into all those who rejoice 
in natural history. So far, 
3.000 acres have been burnt, 
and 300 to 400 of the island's 
tortoises are at risk. The

lyst — not every week — in 
Bristol. She does not share the 
fear of Hemingway and Joyce 
that confessing confidences 
might usurp the writers tal¬ 
ent, “like primitive people 
fearing that being photo¬ 
graphed takes away a piece of 
the soul My analyst brings 
me little moments of ilhirama- 
tkm. One goes over the old 
farafly scenario, inevitably: 
families get a bad tune on the 
couch. And he says: The 
mother you had is not the 
mother your sisters and broth¬ 
er had.' That's so true, and so 
precise! A dispassionate intel¬ 
ligence. Friends know too 
much: and they cant always 
be trusted with secrets." 

But sometimes, about mat¬ 
ters of the heart she consults 
her friend Mrs Isabella Camp¬ 
bell. who tells fortunes on 
Brighton beach. “She is capa¬ 
ble of divining who the love 
object is. She is uncanny." 

The sun streams into her 
little Chelsea house. Instead of 
champagne ("A drink at mid¬ 
day takes the bloom off the 
evening drink, dont you 
think?"} she pours cranberry 
juice. We are cocooned in 
rooks, in a room designed by 
her architect son Sasha: the 
walls are painted a rich Rus¬ 
sian blood-red. There are 
fringed sQk shawls draped 
about, and opulent white lilies 
from Antonia and Harold (it 
was Edna who brought them 
together}- "Next door, though, 
is my dishevelled bedroom, 
where no tramp would want to 
step, a pale-blue, icy room, 
quite cold." 

I first saw the Edna style in 
a house overlooking the 
Thames in Putney 25 years 
ago. where she brought up her 
two sons, having fled from her 
husband. Ernest Geblcr. 
Gebler has said caustic things 
about how he taught her the 
ABC of narrative — but he is 
now a sick man in a nursing 
home in Ireland. When they 
met, and eloped, she was a 
wildly pretty round-faced red¬ 
head .of 16 working in a 
chemist* in. Dublin: “It’s as 
good a start far a writer as any 
university. It's life.” It was the 


Muses that wrought her trans¬ 
formation into a fine-boned 
beauty. “! always had small 
bones” — she displays slender 
wrists and tong fingers—“and 
struggling with the Muses, the 
sometimes absent or ririous 
Muses. I got out of file habit of 
eating every day. If you eat. it 
makes you more hungry.” 

She was in New York for a 
PEN dinner hosted by Una 
Brown at Grand Central Sta¬ 
tion. Edna and other writers— 
including Elie WieseL Breyten 
Breytenbach, Robert Hughes, 
Toni Morrison — spoke on “Is 
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freedom enough to write?”. “I 
took a subversive stance: that 
imagination thrives better 
when put on the rack. Incar¬ 
ceration of one kind or another 
makes for writing: Kafka, 
Genet. Solzhenitsyn. Who 
wants to write if theyTe 
happy? No one. Of course," 
she adds, “people might think 
it wrong to dine and drink 
champagne, with lilies an the 
table, while there are poor 
people in prison in the world. 
But that’s very narrow think¬ 
ing. very puritanical I dont 
believe in spaitanpess.” After¬ 
wards young writers flocked 
around her: lay Mctnemey, 
Paul Auster, Adam Gopnik. 

She is revered in America, 
which cherishes authors. They 
invite her to teach at universt- 
ties in New York and Balti¬ 
more. “I approach teaching 
like everything else in life: I 
take it a bit too seriously. I 
worry, have I prepared 


enough? I read aloud to them; 
the best thing for aspiring 
writers is to let them hear 
words drop, tike rain, or hail. 
And I give them beautiful 
notebooks hi which to write. 

Teaching is one of those things 
that, after you've done it you 
t hink, hah!/can do that. But I 
cant teach and write, irs my 
congenital anxiety. All my 
concentration must be spent 
on one thing." 

The doorbell rang clamor¬ 
ously. “Isn't ir odd? I love the 
sound of bells ringing, church 
bells. But the doorbell, and the 
telephone; strike terror.” The 
telephone is answered in a 
startled whisper. “When any¬ 
one rings me — including the 
tramp — I am affronted 
because they always say.

The gold medallion on her 
breast came from Istanbul, 
which sends her off into a 
rapturous tale of heir day in the 
soukh. and the lapis blue tiles, 
the gold and silver being 
weighed, the tiny - cups of 
coffee.

B ehind the studied, 
lyrical, curiously art¬ 
less artifices of style 
is a sharp mind 
which tries to penetrate the 
bleak Irish mists. In January, 
Edna O'Brien, interviewed 
Gerry Adams for the New 
York Times on the day Adams 
arrived in America: Some 
Irish friends find this foolhar¬ 
dy, unforgivable: but only by 
meeting can anyone attempt to 
understand anyone. She met 
Adams in the Sinn Fan en¬ 
clave in the Falls Road. She 
found him “b flfflingfr ealm, 
studious, not discourteous or 
without wit".

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■ Writers have been 
dropping trade names into 
their prose for centuries 

I nstead of recruiting a new actor to play 
James Bond for the cinema, they should 
pension the veteran off: 007qualified for 
his free bus pass years ago. and the films 
(which always abused the books as mere 
pegs lor spectacular high-tech effects) have 
become increasingly silly. Wien Fleming's 
hero first arched a sardonic eyebrow more 
than 40 years ago. stern critics condemned 
him for his sex. sadism and snobbery. This 
was to take the old cad too seriously. Bond 
books are just grown-up adventure stories in 
the tradition of Sherlock Holmes. Richard 
Hannay, Bulldog Drummond and the Saint 
But Bond, past his literary sett-by date, has 
left one legacy to literature, and that is the 
racuai dropping of trade names into the 
prose to lend a sophisticated gloss to an 
otherwise improbable narrative. He did 
more than expensive advertising can to sell 
Balkan Sob rank cigarettes, expensive 
brands of vodka and makes of watch, and, 
for their specialised markets, silenced 
Berettas and Aston Martins equipped with 
uncomfortable extras. This knowing prod¬ 
uct-placement in fiction has become a 
fashionable literary device in the new 
bonking and shopping genres of Eurotrash 
fiction. Fbr example, the bero in anything by 
Brett Easton Ellis, the author of American 
Psycho, is characterised by his Rolex Oyster 
watch, his Polo shirt from Ralph Lauren and 
his Gucci loafers. Enterprising Sarah Ma¬ 
son even sold advertising references to 
brands of potato crisps, bras and fortified 
wine into her play. Skin, which is touring the 
South East, without much critical success. 

Ads brevis, vita longa. Commerce is short, 
but literature is long. . That is why the 
references to brand names in reissues of 
classic Victorian novels have to be explained 
in banal footnotes. But some trade names 
echo down the ages. Orwell made his 
characters smoke Woodbines to show they 
were men of the people; not effete Etonians, 
whereas Lord Peter Wimsey smoked 
Sobranies. Manet introduced two bottles of 
Bass into the bar at the Folies Bergires, and 
in his illustration to foe 1837 edition of 
Pickwick Papers “Phiz" depicted Sam Weller 
composing his valentine beneath an early 
advertisement for Guinness stout Jane 
Austen's Emma had a pianoforte from 
Broadwood's. and Sam Weller used Day & 
Martin's boot-polish, also mentioned in 
Oliver Twist, arid available until recently. 

T he Hobson celebrated by Milton has 
gone out of business, as has Bacon the 
tobacconist. The Rowland's Macassar 
Oil of which Lewis Carroll wrote was still 
available a generation ago. There is a theory 
that the oldest trade advertisement in 
literature of a product still being sold was 
made by the German playwright, Gotthold 
Ephraim Lessing, in Minna von Bamhelm, 
written in 1763. In it foe-landlord of an inn 
recommends that a customer should try a 
glass of Danzig Goldwasser liqueur. This is 
still being concocted, though not in Danzig- 
The business was founded in 1598. 

In fact, there is more subliminal advertis¬ 
ing in literature than critics have recognised- 
What is Claudius doing when he cries, “Now 
the king drinks to Hamlet", than giving the 
first pun to the nasty cigar with which you 
ore never alom? There are plugs throughout 
Shakespeare for the deodorant which with 
its name puns reference to mothers with 
secrecy about personal hygiene: “Seal up 
your body odour, and give no words but 
Mum." When Lady Macbeth, sleepwalking, 
cries: "Out, damned spot! Out. I say! One; 
two: why ten, tis time to doT"The adman’s 
reply comes pat: "It works. Come on. Thou 
hast done well, fine Ariel.’' "Now is the 
winter of our discontent, but Thomson 
Holidays winter breaks are down 20 per 
cent" The hyped folio has "That Roasted 
Manningtree Oxo with the pudding in its 
belly." 

Contrary to the insubstantial pageant of 
alternative theories of Shakespeare as front 
man for Bacon, or Shakespeare as special 
agent, like Kit Marlowe playing 001 to 
WaJsmpham's prototype M. the old fellow 
was acting as a forerunner of that overpaid 
spin merchant. Tim BdL The Omega 
Matches account was in the hands of an even 
older and grander advertising agent. If they 
have to employ a new acting person to play 
adman Bond, they should switch image, and 
go for Lonnie Henry or Dawn French.

A headline brought me up with a 
jolt it said “BBC to bring back 
TW3”. It took no more than 
three minutes for me to don a 
huge bushy beard and vivid blue 
spectacles, practise a limp, brush up my 
gutterals and phone British Airways for 
a ticket to Samoa — one of those tickets 
that remain valid for five years.

under wanting to talk to me about it

very nearly a rarity)to the aftermath of 
war, and ft was inevitable that the bonds 
would be broken, never to be replaced. 

Into this world TW3 was bom. The 
uproar that followed was the usual noise 
that accompanies a birth; but it is 
necessary to emphasise that TW3 did not 
make the world; it commented upon h. 
The extraordinary difference was that 
the world, not us, was inverting the 
usual order of things. 

though only one realised whr^had 
happened. Here is a tiny curio that fits 
into what I am getting at in a television 
programme, norTW3, a flash of the then 
Prime Minister was shown, and the 
question put to the photograph was 
“How can you tefi when he’s lying?".The 
answer was “When his bps are moving". 
In those days I was a parliamentary 
writer. I had licence to speak my mind, 
and I took it not least on the same Prime 
Minister; but it never occurred to me to 
use language like that 

Yet neither! or any one other figure or 



much deeper than television pro¬ 
grammes and being rude to Prime 
Ministers. What we did not know, and 
could never have guessed, that once 
bam, a world cannot be unborn. The 
day that Kenneth Tynan said “Fuck" on 
a television programme (actually, what 
he said was — he had a powerful 
stammer — f-f-f-fuck) the heavens did 
not fall; but perhaps a milestone harf 
been passed. If so. nobody knew it. not 
evm Kenneth. Disintegration has been 
very rapid indeed in the last decade or 
two, and it is possible (I cannot think of 
any way of proving or disproving it) that 
if those times had not 
been as they were, ours 
might not have been 
tire times that saw the 
revolution. 

For revolution it was 
and is, despite the lack 
of guillotines. Why do 
dvflisations crumble 
— and die? Is ours crum¬ 
bling and dying? Prob¬ 
ably; probably more than probably. I 
recall Pandit Nehru, soon after the end 
of the Second World War, spotting, and 
panting out, that at that moment the 
entire world was at peace. It did not last 
— oh. indeed, it didn’t — and it is now 
easy to say that at any moment in the 
present, perhaps more than half a dozen 
wars are gang on; if we count civil wars 
(what a phrase!) perhaps a dozen or even 
mom War is not the only indicator of 
decline; ancient Egypt died from 
repetitibusness. 

In advanced dvflisations, the dearest 
token is the disrespect fbr the civilisation 
itselt And of course the best indicator of 
that is the civilisation’s history. It was 
pain, and real pain, at breakfast 
yesterday, when I looked down the 
Dotty Mail's page, with its questkmr 
naire to school-children about the Sec¬ 
ond World War. Their ignorance was 
stupendous, but I had steeled myself 
against that: what I was not ready for 
was die two I8-year-okls who respective¬ 
ly said of the war that“Itwas ages ago— 
there’s no pant in bringing up an old 
subject—whars done is dare”, and “My 
grandad was a paratrooper during the

predicts chaos 
over Europe 

A ll disinterested research shows 
that the policies on Europe of the 
leadership of bath Conservative 
and Labour Parties are well out of step 
with the wishes of their grassroot 
act ivists and voters. Many voters who 
support the Liberal Democrats in parlia¬ 
mentary by-elections and local elections 
oppose that party’s European policies. 

Unless the position and policies of the 
United Kingdom within the European 
Union change, then sooner or later 
something will have to give. Whether 
that cones as a political earthquake or a 
mere tremor wili depend—as those who 
live on geological fault lines know — on 
how long the stress buffds up before the 
shift and realignment come. Perhaps a 
critically large spbt in either or both of 
the main parties is less likely (though 
differences between them are narrower 
now than for some years) than that 
whichever party finds itsdf out of office 
after the next general election will 
become the party of the Euro-sceptics. 

It would be quite wrong to deny die 
sense of idealism which has seduced 
many people into the Euro-federalist 
camp. The fading that we are all 
Europeans, much of whose culture is 
shared, who have common Judaeo- 
Christian roots and the aspiration to 
dose the long history of European wars, 
is understandable. “Jaw Jaw", as the 
tourists and business people of Western 
Europe sit in one another's board 
rooms, boarding houses and bars, is 
certainly better than “War War," Blitz¬ 
krieg or bunker-style. 

H owever, it seems to me that 
political leaders are motivated 
more by defeatism than by 
idealism. In the Centre and on the Right 
it is defeatism foal has infected and 
corrupted the Foreign Office to more 
than half a century. A vision of eternal 
summits and grand comm u niqufe 
readied after skilful diplomatic dealing 
was a far more alluring prospect than 
foe hard graft of pursuing the interests 
of a medium-sized trading nation. 

bi the 1960s and 70s, before Margaret 
Thatcher, many Conservatives had 
limrfy accepted the ratchet theory of 
politics. They believed that each Labour 
Government would puD the lever of 
politics to foe left and that there was a 
ratchet mechanism which prevented 
Conservatives from pulling ft back to tiie 
right. Those defeatists loved the Treaty 
of Rome, with its binding commitments 
to file market ^nd the elimination of 
tariffs and state subsidies, which they 
believed would prevent a Labour Gov¬ 
ernment from implementing a socialist 
programme. They now look to an 
independent European central bank and 
a single currency to veto socialism- 
Many others have simply drifted to an 
attitude of "Europe Good — More 
Europe Better". 

All these in fl uences and groups have 
their mirror images an the Lot For 
many on the Left, national states have 
been instruments of repression, capital¬ 
ism. mSUarism and wan for some years, 
however, the fear that the Community 
would be dominated by its free-trading 
liberal economist fathers persuaded foe 
Left to make common cause with Tory 
romantic imperialist Right 
During tiie Thaicherite ascendancy 
there was an extraordinary change in 
political perceptions. Suddenly the Left 
began to fear the prospect of exclusion 
from power for the foreseeable future. 
Much of Labour's leadership began to 
see the European Community as a way 
to impose policies which they believed 
would be unsaleable to voters at a 
general ejection. 

This historic shift of sentiment was 
noticed and exploited by the power- 
brokers in Brussels and there began a 
courtship of theTUG The tactic paid oft 
British trades union leaders who had 
been robbed of their power by Margaret 
Thatch er sad despaired of ever again 
getting their feet under the table at 
Number 10 were invited to rest their 
elbows on foe Commission’s dining 
tables. In no time at all they were 
convinced that there was in Brussels 
another “leftwards only" political ratch¬ 
et mechanism. 

O f course, this is a simplification 
of a very complex political 
process. But the common 
IFouna of federalists from both Left and 
Right is focir contempt lor foe democrat- 
to process, which they fear may not give 
consent for their polities.

Britain’s intrepid consumers, we are told, 
have shrugged off the long-dreaded tax 
increases imposed on them in the last 
Budget. They have continued to throng the 
high streets spending as if there were no 
tomorrow. The Government and all the rest 
of us can therefore rest easy; the economic 
recovery has not been stalled by die 
Chancellors embarrassing need for Ell 
billion of extra money; people have hardly 
even noticed all the new taxes; in time, the 
Tories may even manage to reap the 
electoral rewards for presiding over a long 
period of steady, non-inflationary growth. 
Such was the burden of hopes some 
politicians and City analysts were inclined to 
rest yesterday on one rather obscure 
economic announcement from the Central 
Statistical Office: that retail sales in March 
increased by 0.8 per cent, rather than the 0.4 
per cent the City had expected. 

All good news about the economy is 
naturally welcome, but celebrations about 
the consumers', or indeed the voters’, 
indifference to tax increases are still very 
premature. None of the figures published so 
far can shed much light on the central 
question that Kenneth Clarke has had to 
struggle with since the day he became 
Chancellor and realised that he would have 
to impose the biggest programme of tax 
increases in Britain’s peacetime history. 

When consumers went out to do their 
Easter shopping in March they may have 
read about the tax squeeze in the papers and 
perhaps even heard it debated in Par¬ 
liament, but they had not yet begun to feel it 
in their pay packets. Neither had they 
started to pay their increased mortgage 
instalments or the higher fuel bills that will 
roll in over the three-month billing period 
from April 1 onwards. It will not, in fact, be 
until the end of April that most salary- 
earners will start to feel the pinch from 
higher income taxes and National Insurance 
contributions, and it will not be until mid¬ 
summer that VAT will have had its full effect 


HARD JUSTICE 

The West should take cane when lecturing Singapore 


The aptly-named Singapore judge. F.G. 
Remedies. last month sentenced an Ameri¬ 
can youth to six strokes of the cane for spray- 
painting cars. Yesterday he demonstrated a 
steely insouciance to the subsequent furore 
in America by passing an even tougher sen¬ 
tence on a younger accomplice. Shiu Chi Ho. 
a 16-year-old Hong Kong youth who holds a 
British passport, was sentenced to 12 strokes 
of the cane and eight months in prison for 
the same offences. 

Both Britain and America have appealed 
for clemency. Both regard the use of the four- 
foot moistened bamboo rattan as “cruel and 
unusual punishment" in violation of Article 
five of the Universal Declaration of Human 
Rights. Their views have been expressed in 
very different ways, however. 

Britain made no announcement that a 
second British citizen was sentenced to be 
caned in February. Although the British 
High Commission has voiced concern to the 
Singapore government Douglas Hurd did 
not bring up the issue during this week’s 
visit here by Goh Chok Tong, the Singapore 
Prime Minister. President Clinton, by 
contrast gave quiet diplomacy no chance. 
Within days of the sentence being pro¬ 
nounced on Michael Fay. he called ir 
"extreme”. On Tuesday, speaking out for the 
third time, he suggested that Mr Fay’s 
confession had been coerced. A quarter of 
die Senate urged clemency, and the Ameri¬ 
can media focused on the authoritarian 
nature of Singapore society and even called 
for a business boycott of Singapore until the 
sentence was set aside. 

Nothing could be more calculated to 
infuriate a government as prickly as that of 
Singapore. Not only was Mr Clinton 
tactically clumsy; but his appeals were open 
to the charge of hypocrisy. Asian leaders see 
America as a violent and decadent society, 
which makes human rights a yardstick for 


judging others yet which since 1977 has 
executed at least five people who committed 
crimes as juveniles. The Clinton Administra¬ 
tion has never before protested at the caning 
sentence on Singaporeans, nor at the use of 
corporal punishment elsewhere. 

Mr Clinton's repugnance at caning is 
widely shared, however. The strokes, ad¬ 
ministered by martial arts experts, leave 
permanent scars. The flesh on the buttocks 
is filleted. Doctors have to be present to 
revive those who pass out from pain. By 
Western standards, this constitutes torture; 
and in doubling the sentence in the case of 
Shiu. for no apparent good reason, Singa¬ 
pore weakens its case as an impartial ad¬ 
ministrator of justice. But in many countries 
such punishment is not considered particu¬ 
larly cruel and certainly not unusual. A dis¬ 
tinction must be made between the violation 
of an elementary right, such as that to a fair 
trial, and the application of a sentence that 
seems excessive in one society but which is 
accepted as normal in another. Corporal 
punishment is practised in 16 countries; it 
remains on the statutes in the Isle of Man. 

As a general rule, the more developed a 
society, the less cruel its punishments. But 
Western lectures on moral and soda! values 
are often resented by societies with different 
traditions, even if they find a growing 
response as the universality of democracy 
takes root Singapore is an outstanding 
economic success in a region where con¬ 
fidence is high and rising higher. But its 
political emancipation has not kept pace. We 
may deplore that. We may argue that its 
progress should be quickened- It is appro¬ 
priate for tiie government and people of 
Singapore to ask whether such punishments 
as caning for paint-spraying are the hall¬ 
mark of a developed society. We should be 
equally careful about questioning die basis 
of laws which foreigners have broken.

The two questions are 
eparable, and the Bar may have little 
way 10 reject change. The consultation 
per would appear to suggest as much: 
isibly, it seeks to acclimatise the "rank 
I file" of the Bar to reform. 

Ai Seabrook is right to seek to prepare his 
leagues. There is pressure on the Bar 
m important quarters. The Lord Chan- 
lor has given it permission to persist with 
srine arrangements for only three more 
irs- and tiie Director-General of Fati¬ 
ng is “far from gruntled" with the 


monopoly of training. Had there been a 
system of licensed universities in place 
already, the Bar might have been able to 
avoid its current embarrassment over the 
record number of applicants for places at 
Bar school. So great has the pressure been 
that it has jettisoned its tried and tested 
method of selection — based on an interview 
and performance at university — in favour 
of A-level results and a new “critical 
reasoning" test. This new measure has led to 
students with Firsts from Oxford being 
turned down. Legal education has. for some, 
become a lottery. 

The case for licensing universities to train 
banisters is a powerful one. An end to the 
monopoly makes economic sense: students 
will not be compelled to live in London, 
where the cost of living is higher than 
elsewhere. Students training to be lawyers 
do not, normally, receive grants from the 
State, and would welcome cheaper options. 
A “demonopoly" would, as Mr Seabrook 
acknowledges, create “a more open system", 
attracting to the legal profession more 
students from beyond its Oxbridge heart¬ 
land. It would, most importantly, contribute 
to ending the over-hasty segregation of 
students into separate professional camps, 
which at present is the unenlightened norm.

on household budgets. After that there will 
still be the new insurance and holiday taxes 
to look forward to in the autumn — before 
starting to worry about the further round of 
income tax and VAT increases already 
announced for April 1995. 

The reason for relaying this long list of 
imposts is not to suggest that the economy is 
about to confound the recent good figures by 
collapsing, and certainly not to criticise the 
Chancellor levying the new taxes. The taxes 
are necessary to deal with a dangerously 
large government deficit and Mr Clarke has 
won respect by having the courage to impose 
them. The danger, however, is that the 
Treasury, the Bank of England and the City 
might be lulled into a false sense of security 
by the strength of the economy before any of 
the new taxes start to be paid. 

Consumers and businessmen take many 
months to adjust to policy changes. The full 
impact of this month’s new taxes, therefore, 
will be felt only after a lag of at least 6 to 9 
months. It will be only in the seoond half of 
this year that worthwhile conclusions can be 
drawn about the extent to which higher 
taxes have endangered economic recovery. 
And what if. by then, the economy does 
appear to be flagging? The obvious response 
will be to order another round of interest 
rate cuts. But interest rates, too, operate with 
long lags: in fact an interest rate cut takes 
even longer to filter through the economy 
than an increase in taxes. 

It was because of the inevitable lags in 
policymaking that Mr Clarke should have 
cut interest rates more aggressively in the 
Budget — and the same argument still 
justifies a preemptive reduction in interest 
rates well before the full impact of the higher 
taxes can be assessed. In economics, 
policymakers must inevitably take risks and 
act on incomplete knowledge. And given the 
present prospects for inflation and un¬ 
employment, the case is still overwhelming 
to err on the side of easier monetary policy 
and higher growth.

Like the previous attacks on the 
hospitals in Vinoovd, Bihac, Breza 
and Sarajevo, it appears that the bom¬ 
bardment of the hospital in Gorazde 
yesterday, which killed ten people, 
was premeditated and carried out by 
carefully targeted weapons with a di¬ 
rect view of foe building. 

During this war such attacks have 
formed part of the overall strategy of 
ethnic deansing aimed at demoral¬ 
ising the population by depriving 
them of the necessities of life and 
forcing them to flee. In foe demolished 
medical library in the hospital in Vin- 
covri 1 was shown in foe autumn of 
1992 the wire of a hand-guided rocket 
stretched across the pile of medical 
journals and books lying on the floor. 

As long ago as August 1992, when I 
first visited Sarajevo as WHO Special 
Representative, the Mfededns Sans 
firontidres team there expressed their 
grave concern about Gorazde. The 
town had already been cut off for 
three months, they said; no one had 
managed to get in, and they were fear¬ 
ful lor the state of the side and 
wounded. 

In the intervening months relief 
convoys have managed to get in at 
irregular intervals and their supplies 
have been supplemented by air drops; 
but in truth the fives of foe population 
of 60,000, mostly women, children 
and elderly people, have largely been 
sustained by their own extraordinary 
courage and ingenuity and by peril¬ 
ous supply routes through the moun¬ 
tains. Even a convoy of ten trucks can 
only supply a population of this size 
with enough food for about three 
days. 

I have a report dated May 2,1993, 
which gives details of the situation at 
that time. The hospital was already 
foil of injured people with abdominal 
wounds, leg injuries and cases of 
frostbite. Although there were no 
sheets and the ground floor stank of 
pus. 80 major operations had been 
conducted every month and about 30

Farming families have lost 
their trade with foe towns and up to 70 
per cent of their crops because of pro¬ 
longed drought 

AD across this dislocated country 
tens of thousands of children are se¬ 
parated from their families. A nat¬ 
ional family-tracing programme, run 
by foe government with Save the 
Children's support offers than a hope 
of family reunification which would 
be immeasurably boosted by peace. 

Peace talks have been continuing 
for many months in nearby Zambia. 
The political context in whim they are 
held wifi change radically with foe 
transition in South Africa, and observ¬ 
ers therefore believe there must be a 
final result soon. If there is no settle¬ 
ment — and current signs are dis¬ 
couraging — Angola will be plunged 
into an even more bloody and terri¬ 
fying chapter of war. 

The outside world, which made a 
hash of the 1992 peace process, would 
then be called upon to make a serious 
commitment to Angola's people. With 
South Africa taking the media spot¬ 
light foe world might tiptoe away 
from the disaster in Angola which it 
has allowed to develop.

Today foe tragedy of Gorazde is 
only half played out Even in these last 
weeks the morale of the people has not 
broken, rations are distributed, babies 
are born, the sick are treated and life 
continues in the basements as it has 
for the last 700 days and nights. But 
the Serbs are now in a position to re¬ 
peat their policy in Vukovar. where 
they systematically damaged or de¬ 
stroyed every building in the town, 
and in Jajce, where they interrupted 
the public water supply so that the 
people had to drink from the polluted 
river, with disastrous results. 

Within a few days we will witness 
an exodus, as from Jajce, of a caval¬ 
cade of women, children and old 
people pouring down foe roads fol¬ 
lowing a cynically negotiated ceasefire 
and under UN protection. like Jajce, 
which I visited in autumn 1992 a tew 
days after it fell. Gorazde will have 
become a ghost town awaiting Serb 
colonisation after the war. Ana what 
is to happen to Srebrenica and Tuzia?

THE death of children is 
always tragic and infant mor¬ 
tality is rightly regarded as a 
universal test of the quality of 
a public health service. Dr 
James Deeny, as Chief Medi¬ 
cal Adviser to the Irish govern¬ 
ment in the postwar era. 
played a leading role in his 
country achieving an infant 
mortality rate comparable to 
those of states with per capita 
incomes twice that of Ireland. 

He was the author of the 
mother-and-child scheme 
which was designed to provide 
essential perinatal care. This 
proved controversial when an¬ 
nounced and was attacked by 
the Catholic bishops of Ireland 
as a socialist interference in 
the family. The inter-party 
government, the Republic’s 
first experiment in coalition 
rule, abandoned the scheme. 
Dr Noel Browne, die Minister 
of Health, resigned and the 
government fell. 

Paradoxically. Deeny him¬ 
self was a devout Roman 
Catholic. later a Knight of 
Malta and adviser to the 
Vatican. It was a tribute to his 
determination and his skills as 
a civil servant that most of the 
essential features of the moth- 
er-and-child scheme were put 
into operation by later govern¬ 
ments with no further public 
controversy. Of equal impor¬ 
tance was the vital role he 
played in the eradication of 
tuberculosis, the most feared 
disease of his generation, act¬ 
ing also as director of the 
National Tuberculosis Survey. 

James Andrew Donnelly 
Deeny was educated by the 
Jesuits at Congowes and qual- 
iGed as a doctor at Queen's 
University. Belfast, at the very 
early age of 21. He rapidly 
took a BSc, a Diploma in 
Public Health, an MD. his 
membership of the Royal Coll¬ 
ege of Physicians in Ireland. 



and an MSc. It is a comment 
on the Ulster of his day that, 
despite his brilliant academic 
record, he never obtained a 
position in public health in his 
native province: Instead, he 
became a general practitioner, 
joining his father in the family 
practice in Lurgan. fr was the 
largest practice in the county, 
but despite the demands in¬ 
volved he engaged in extensive 
research, showing the enor¬ 
mous energy which always 
distinguished him. 

He discovered a cure for the 
rare disease of congenital 
ideopatiiic methaemogtobin- 
aenua. Its victims were collo¬ 
quially known as the “blue 
men”. He published impor¬ 
tant research on malnutrition 
and tuberculosis. He then 
made the unique transition of 
going from general practice to 
the position of Chief Medical 
Adviser in Dublin in 1944. He 
was chairman of the Commit¬ 
tee on the Health Services 
which led to the establishment 


of the new Department of 
Health. In the years that 
followed the new department 
built more than 200 hospitals 
and created a comprehensive 
modern health service, despite 
working with financial re¬ 
sources much more limited 
than those available to the 
National Health Service in the 
United Kingdom. 

In 1956 he embarked on a 
third career with the World 
Health Organisation, carry¬ 
ing out national tuberculosis 
surveys on Sri Lanka and 
Somaliland. His background 
in developing a health service 
with limited economic re¬ 
sources led to a continuing 
career with the WHO. He 
produced a national health 
plan for Indonesia between 
1958 and 1960. 

In 1962 he was appointed 
chief of senior staff training at 
WHO headquarters in Gen¬ 
eva. The position was more 
important than the job-title 
might suggest as it was a key 


step in creating a small cadre 
of extremely able medical 
executives who were to serve 
WHO very successfully in the 
years to crane. His duties 
covered responsibility for 
many improvements in the 
organisation of WHO, includ¬ 
ing die introduction of com¬ 
puters which now play such a 
vital role in social medicine. 

There had been consider¬ 
able difficulties between 
WHO and the Soria Union. 
as the organisation had al¬ 
ways selected its own staff, but 
Moscow always wished at that 
time to choose those of its 
doctors whom it trusted to 
encounter the dangerous 
temptations of the West. 
Deeny. helped by coming 
from a small neutral country, 
played a vital role in persuad¬ 
ing the Soviet authorities to 
allow WHO to recruit directly 
and was particularly delight¬ 
ed when he persuaded the 
then Dean of the Faculty of 
Medicine of Moscow Univer¬ 
sity to join the organisation. 

He took formal retirement 
in 1967 but age did not 
diminish his drive and enthu¬ 
siasm, and his retirement 
would have exhausted many a 
younger man. In 1968 he wrote 
the fourth report cm the world 
health situation. He later be¬ 
came the first ombudsman for 
WHO. serving until 1975. In 
1973 he published The Irish 
Worker, which was the first 
democratic study of the Irish 
labour force. 

In 1972 he became scientific 
adviser to Pope Paul VI and 
assisted in the setting up of 
Cor Unum, the Pontifical 
Council for Human and 
Christian Development. This 
was established to coordinate 
the work of more than 1.000 
major Catholic charities span¬ 
ning the globe. Despite these 
many commitments he found 
time to return for a spefl of 
general practice in the beauti- 
tul but remote district of 
Fanad in Co DonegaL It was 
typical of him dial while 
undertaking this full-time job 
he also produced a research 
survey of the area to aid in its 
development 


He lived in his latter years 
in a Georgian house by the sea 
at Tagoat in Rosslare where he 
formed 160 acres in his usual 
vigorous fashion. Even when 
he was Chief Medical Adviser 
he had kept a herd of pedigree 
Jerseys at POrtmamock. He 
had a great love of his cattle 
and even on one occasion 
missed a family wedding to be 
present at the birth of a new 
calf. 

He created the Tagoat Com¬ 
munity Council This devel¬ 
oped an integrated care 
programme for the old people 
of die area, a housing pro¬ 
gramme. a training scheme 
for the unemployed and re¬ 
stored the medieval Yola 
farmstead. It was not surpris¬ 
ing that, at the age of 82, he 
was selected as the Irish Life 
National Pensioner of the 
Year. He had already received 
the honorary degree of Doctor 
of Science from Queen’s Univ¬ 
ersity. Belfast, in 1983. 

Despite his enormous appe¬ 
tite for work, he always found 
time for his family and other 
interests. He was a member of 
the Royal Irish Academy, col¬ 
lected oriental ivories and kept 
a yacht on the Irish Sea into 
his eighties- He had a great 
love of family, both present 
and past, took some pride in 
having the oldest patrimonic 
in Ireland and used to corre¬ 
spond on genealogical matters 
with the 10th Duke of Argyll 
head of a cadet branch ofthe 
family. After he became a 
Knight of Malta he played an 
active part in the affairs of the 
Order. Its combination of a 
thousand years of history and 
its active role in charitable 
works was perfectly in tune 
with his interests and charac¬ 
ter. Despite his great abilities 
as an administrator, he loved 
people and the elderly inhabit¬ 
ants of Lurgan , who had been 
his patients, still tell anecdotes 
of his energy and wit 

He was devoted to his wife 
Gemma and they were happi¬ 
ly married for nearly sixty 
years, with her death preced¬ 
ing his own by only a matter of 
months. He is survived by two 
sons and two daughters. 


W illiam Robert Russell 

former chairman of the 

shipping line. Shaw Savin 

and Albion. died on April 

11 aged 80. He was bora 
on August 6,1913. 

OUT of a job in the Depres¬ 
sion of the 1930s. Bob Russell 
failed the Civil Service en¬ 
trance examination by four 
marks. In the light of later 
developments, however, it was 
probably just as well that he 
dki Fbr the youth from 
London's Docklands, who 
started out as an office boy 
earning just over a pound a 
week, was eventually to head 
one of the world’s most faith 
ous shipping tines of his day. 

After the Coronation in 1953. 
the Quern with the Duke of 
Edinburgh used a Shaw Savin 
vessel, the Gothic, as a royal 
yacht while sailing round 
Australia and New Zealand 
on their Commonwealth tour. 
In die following year, the 
Queen repaid the compliment 
by launching the Southern 
Cross, the first of two large 
new passenger liners specifi¬ 
cally desisted for Shaw 
Savin’s trade with Australasia 
(and stiff at sea today as a 
cruise vessel). A sister ship, the 
Northern Star, was launched 
by Queen Elizabeth the Queen 
Mother several years later. 

Bob Russell, a director since 
1958, became general manager 
in 1961, then managing direc¬ 
tor and chairman in 19% 
retiring in 1973 at the age of 60. 
He then started what was in 
effect a second career as a 
leading figure in developing 
markets in the Antipodes. He 
was chairman of the Austra¬ 
lian and New Zealand Adv¬ 
isory Committee to the British 
Overseas TYade Board. 1975- 
77. and of the New Zealand 
and UK Chamber of Com¬ 
merce and Industry, 1977-84. 
He was also chairman of the 
London Board of the Bank of 
New Zealand. 1981-84, and 
vicepresident of the Austra¬ 
lian British Trade Association. 
198086. He was also twice 
chairman of the European 
and Japanese National Ship¬ 
owners Association. 




Yet Russell was bom in 
unprivileged surroundings in 
the East End, the son of a tally 
clerk in tiie London docks. He 
went to school at Wakefield 
Road Central, but left at 16 to 
work as an office bey with 
Geo. Thompson, loading bro¬ 
kers for the Aberdeen and 
Commonwealth Shipping 
Line at Australia House. 

Three years later, be lost his 
job when the company amal¬ 
gamated with Shaw SovUl and 
Albion, a well established' 
company founded in tfre mid- 
19th century. After narrowly 
failing in ms bid to join the 
Civil Service. Russell was 
lucky to be given temporary 
work with Shaw Savill which 
found it had underestimated 
its staffing requirement after 
the takeover. 

Then came the war. Joining 
the Royal Navy as a rating in 
1941. Russell sailed shortly 
afterwards in the minesweep¬ 
er Gossamer to Archangel chi 
the first of the Russian con¬ 
voys PQ1. Gossamer was 
away from Britain until the 
end of the year, sweeping 
mines in the White Sot and 
evacuating a Hurricane wing 
from Murmansk. Commis¬ 
sioned in tire following year. 
Russell was appointed to the 
armed trawler Avalanche, ini¬ 
tially as her first officer and 
then as her captain during the. 


D-Day operations 50 years 
ago. in December 1944 he 
recommissioned the trawler 
Tmndm and was in Iceland 
until the end of the European 
war. 

A year later be was back 
with- Shaw Savin’S customs 
and forwarding office and in 
early 1948 was selected for 
management training- A 
dH’ ghfo d Russell took full 
advantage of his first big 
break and three years later 
was appointed an assistant 
manager in the company. 

His first visit to Australia 
and New Zealand took place 
in 1956 and in the following 

year he was made chairman of 

die Australian Tonnage Com¬ 
mittee. Russell specialised on 
the freight side of the business, 
making his mark as a tough 
and competitive negotiator 
over transit costs with tbe food 
producer groups in Australia 
and New Zealand with whom 
Shaw Savill did much of its 
trade. 

A reserved man whom col¬ 
leagues found it difficult to get 
to know, he was an ambitious 
and determined administrator 
and took pains to encourage 
younger members of the staff. 
In retirement — insofar as he 
ever did retire — Russell 
applied the same qualities to 
the common good. He led a 
fundraising campaign to build 
a ramp far disabled people at 
Oxted station, thus enabling 
them to cross from one side of 
town- to' the other. He then 
persuaded Lord Howe, at that 
time the local MP, to open it 
nine years ago. The plaque 
which was unveiled' bears 
Russell's name. He also 
worked far the Abbeyfield 
Society in Oxted and for four 
years served an Tandridge 
District 'CcrundL Russell took 
up sailin g in his awn time, 
taking his boat Westland Voy¬ 
ager on cruises to the Mediter¬ 
ranean. He was stiff crossing 
the Channel at 79. He was also 
a regular and . enthusiastic 
attender of the Shaw Savill 
staffs annual reunions. 

Bob Russell is survived by 
his wife Muriel and try one son 
. and a daughter. 


DENNIS HARTAS 


IRENE EISINGER 


Dennis H arias, 
commercial air racing 
and display pilot died on 
March 27 aged 69. He 
was born on .April 27, 
1924. 

THE Dying career of Dennis 
McDonnell Hartas started to¬ 
wards the end of the Second 
World War when he joined the 
RAF with the avowed inten¬ 
tion of avenging the death of 
his elder brother who had 
crash-landed and died at 
Hawkinge. Kent, when on 
active service in 1941. 

His Dying ability was soon 
recognised. After joining the 
Oxford University Air Squad¬ 
ron, he completed training in 
Canada with almost unprece¬ 
dentedly high marks. But the 
opportunity for active service 
was slipping away and he 
transferred to the Fleet Air 
Arm where he just managed to 
see action. 

With the war over, his 
father found him a job work¬ 
ing for Shell, where his new 
boss was the famous legless 


wartime ace Douglas Bader. 
Not by nature suited to office 
life, he was soon airborne 
again with British European 
Airways. 

Joining the Tiger Club in 
1957 was the start of an 
outstanding flying career. 
Twice British air racing cham¬ 
pion. and winner of the King’s 
Cup in 1964, Hartas made 
aviation history by crossing 
the Channel with Allanah 
Campbell standing on the 
wing of a de Havilland Tiger 
Moth. 

He flew in. and led. many 
aerobatic displays, including 
“Tied Together” exhibitions 
that required not only great 
skill but complete trust and 
confidence between the pflots. 
He led a fly-past of nine Tiger 
Moths to mark the 1965 me¬ 
morial service to Sir Geoffrey 
de Havilland. It was Hartas's 
decision to go ahead, despite 
the appalling weather condi¬ 
tions of that day — the nine 
aircraft suddenly appearing 
out of the mist 

As an innovator of “Crazy 


Hying.” Hams was one of its 
most spectacular performers. 
He also made an unpublicised 
solo flight under Clifton Sus¬ 
pension Bridge. This was a 
momentary lapse on the part 
of someone who did not nor¬ 
mally indulge in flamboyant 
showmanship and was active¬ 
ly concerned with air safety. 
Many of the guidelines he 
drafted as the Tiger Gub’s 
first safety officer have been 
adopted by the Civil Aviation 
Authority. 

In retirement. Hartas con¬ 
tinued to play an active role in 
the Tiger Club — and in die 
Air Training Corps where he 
encouraged an interest in fly¬ 
ing among the young- 

in temperament he was 
irascible, modest and more at 
ease in the cockpit of an 
aeroplane than at soda! gath¬ 
erings. But his friends knew 
him as kind and intensely 
loyal, with an impish sense of 
humour which stayed with 
him, even in his last three 
years of illness. 

He was unmarried. 


Irene Eisinger, Czech 
soprano, died at Weston- 
super-Mare on April 8 
aged 90. She was born in 
Kosel tm SdUeswn, then 
part of Austria, on . 
Deeember8,1903. 

ONE of die last few remaining 
links with the prewar 
Glyndebourne Festival has 
gone with die death of Irene 
Eisinger. She was high on the 
guesllist for the opening of the 
new Glyndebouroe opera 
house next month — and 
rightly so. She sang in the first 
festival of 1934 as Despina in 
Cost fan tutte and quickly 
established hersdf as a house 
favourite. She was back the 
following year and again in 
the three seasons before the 
outbreak of war. 

Irene Eisinger was also one 
of the few performers to span 
the prewar and the postwar 
Glyndebouroe. She returned 
to the company as Despina 
during the performances of 
Cost at the 1949 Edinburgh 
Festval with Sena Jurinac as

Dorabella. Her personal links 
with the Christie family were 
established in 1936 when she 
sang Josef Strauss’s Aquar- 
dlen waltz at a private concert 
to celebrate the birth of 
George Christie, who was in 
due course to take over the 
chairmanship of Glynde- 
bourne from his father. John. 

Rudolf Bing was the man 
who brought Irene Eisinger to 
Glyndebourne. He himself 
had been imported by Carl 
Ebert and Fritz Busch to help 
to cast and plan that first 
season. He approached Eis¬ 
inger in Prague and the invita¬ 
tion was happily accepted by 
the soprano, whose German 
engagements were fast dimin¬ 
ishing because of her Jewish 
parentage. She was soon to 
repay Bing. At Glyndebourne 
Irene Eisinger caught tbe eye 
of C B. Cochran, who put her 
into West End revue. Bing, 
who possibly helped to effect 
tbe introduction, says in his 
memoirs, 5000 Nights at the 
Opera “During the run of the 
show Follow the Sun she paid 
me a small weekly fee.” Cer¬ 
tainly ft helped, as at the time 
he had no income apart from 
when he was on the 
Glyndebourne payroll. 

Irene Eisinger was born 
into a Jewish family which 
was poor, devout and large. 
She was one of nine children. 
Her mother encouraged her 
piano playing and an elder 
brother persuaded her to try 
for a music scholarship to 
study in Vienna. She won the 
latter when she was 16 and 
later trained with Paula 
Mark-Neusser. She made her 
debut with the Basle Opera 
when she was 22 and soon 
moved to the Berlin State 
Opera, where for a time she 
was the youngest member of 
che company. Susanna in le 
noose di Figaro became her 
best-known role.

She sang at the Kroll Opera 
in Berlin under Klemperer 
and in 1930 made her Salz¬ 
burg debut in Figaro, but this 
time as Cheruhina with Ctera- 
ens Krauss conducting. She 
repeated the part at Salzburg 
in the 1932 and 1933 festivals. 
There were also appearances 
in contemporary opera: Her- 
mione in Richard Strauss’S 
Die degyptiseke Helena at 
Salzburg and in Kurt Weill's 
Die Burgschqft in Berlin. 

Her good looks and natural 
vivaciousness led Irene 
Eisinger to screen musicals, 
which included Zwei Herzen 
in Drervierteltafa {Two Hearts 
in Waltz Time). She also 
appeared on stage with Rich¬ 
ard Tauberin LUac Tune. 


The rise of Nazi power put 
paid to her screen career. In 
1933 Irene Eisinger moved to 
the German Opera in Prague 
and it was there that tbe caff to 
England came. At Glynde- 
boume her Despina was reck¬ 
oned to be both witty and 
resourceful: happily it has 
been preserved on EMI's re¬ 
cording of that first Glynde- 
bourn eCosL 

It was followed in 1935 by a 
well received Blonde 
{En^uhrung) and Papagena 
in Die Zaubeifldte. The. fatter 
is a small role but the right 
soubrette can make an im¬ 
pression in it Eisinger dearly 
did and Cochran brought ho* 
to the West End in a revue. 
Follow the Sun, at die 


Adel phi, starring Vic Oliver. 
She had a song called “Love is 
..a Dancing Thing” and once 
again made the most of it Tbe 
1936-37 winter season saw her 
Cbvent Garden debut as the 
maid Adeie in a Die 
Fledermaus sung in English 
and conducted by Stanford 
Robinson, Tbe full Central 
European charm was brought 
into {day and Eisinger was 
reckoned to be exemplary m 
tbe rede. ITus was fallowed by 
Humperdinck* Hdnsel und 
Gretel in which she played 
little sister to Maggie Teyte's . 
. HSnsel. ■ 

Glyndebourne were slightly 
perturbed to find then* new 
discovery missing in London 
for the 1936 season. But all 
was forgiven and she returned 
in 1937 for Blonde and Susan¬ 
na.

Mr Pitman said the comho- 
naflOn afLfoyds’ ability to 
raise money in the wholesale 
money markets at a cheaper 
rate than C&G, combined 
with C&G’s low cost of distri¬ 
bution “has huge competitive 
advantages”. The deal win 
make Lloyds the UK'S fourth 
biggest mortgage provider, 
after the Halifax. Abbey Nat¬ 
ional and Nationwide. 

The two face a long haul to 
persuade the courts, the BuM- 
mg Societies Commission 
(BSC) and C&G customers to 
approve the deal, but are 
confident It win be completed 
by May next year. The deal 
wfll make Ltoyds the"first 
bank to acquire a building 
society and is likely to pave the 
way for others to follow suit 

The move cranes just two 
years after Lloyds' failed £3.7 
billion attempt to takeover 
Midland Bank. This time 
round the bank was not the 
suitor; JP Morgan, C&G’s 
adviser, first approached the 
bank in October last year, 
asking if it wanted to be 
induded on a list of candi¬ 
dates.

Sales buck trend

Lloyds, which is advised by 
Barings, said it could pay for 
the takeover out of its own 
resources and there were no 
plans to raise extra funds from 
shareholders .

OVER the next two months

Of fins, 
slightly less than half will 
have to crane from sharehold¬ 
ers, although foe exact propor¬ 
tion is cjk yet fixed. 

The addi ti on ? I money is 
needed in part because of 
further delays which have 
pushed file full functioning of 
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the service wdl back from the 
official inauguration by the 
Queen and President Mitter¬ 
rand on May 6. limited 
services will run through the 
summer targeted at share¬ 
holders, customers who have 
already attempted to book and 
influential “opinion-format”, 
but the service will not operate 
at full capacity until some time 
around October. 

The latest estimate is that 
foe project is to turn cash- 
positiye, with revenues fully 
covering the expected cost of 
servicing the drat, from 1996.

Ford shake-up seeks to 
specialise production

THE era of the Ford car made 
exclusively for the British mar¬ 
ket is to end in a radical shake- 
up of the world’s second- 
biggest motor manufacturer. 

Alex Trotman, die British- 
born chairman, yesterday an¬ 
nounced plans to turn the 
company into a global manu¬ 
facturer, which will allocate 
responsibilities to specialist 
centres around the world. 

The bonus will be cost 
savings of at least $3 billion a 
year and a potential doubting 
of production of some models, 
including the Fiesta and Es¬ 
cort made in Britain. 

Jaguar, a Ford, subsidiary, 
remains independent but must 
report to a new. large-cars 
division at Ford's headquarters 
at Dearborn, Michigan.

Cars such as the Granada 
are unlikely to be designed in 
Europe again but in Michi¬ 
gan. However. Ford’s Dunton 
research centre in Essex and 
the Merkenich plant in Ger¬ 
many will take over design 
and engineering of all front- 
wheel-drive cars, essentially 
die Fiesta, Escort and Mondeo 
models, for world production. 

Although the shift in the 
balance of power to America 
could be seen as detrimental to 
Europe, Ford executives be¬ 
lieve its small-car operations, 
which are entirely front- 
wheel-drive, will be the big¬ 


gest growth centre, providing 
models for new markets in 
Asia and the Pacific Rim. as 
well as building cars for the 
two key markets in North 
America and Europe. 

Mr Trotman said; “This is a 
worldwide business that re¬ 
quires the broadest thinking 
and execution. We can best 
serve the individual customer 
in all tiie markets where we 
compete if we can provide the 
greatest amount of value, 
quality and choice. 

“By integrating all our auto¬ 
motive processes and elimi¬ 
nating duplication of effort, we 
will use our creative and 
technical resources most eff¬ 
ectively in our pursuit of total 
customer satisfaction.”

Russian

IN AN effective reversal of its 
previous position, the Interna¬ 
tional Monetary Fund yester¬ 
day gave a ringing 
endorsement to Russia's eco¬ 
nomic reform policies, in what 
amounts to the most optimis¬ 
tic assessment of the Russian 
economy yet 

Defending the IMF's deci¬ 
sion on Wednesday to grant a 
$1.5 billion loan to Russia, 
Michel Camdessus, the man¬ 
aging director of the IMF, said 
that Russia was well on trade 
with its economic reform poli¬ 
cies. He expressed confidence 
in Russian ability to bring 
inflation down to single 
monthly figures by the end of 
tiie year, and to press ahead 
with other import a nt aspects 
of economic reform. 

The loan was tiie second 
tranche of a low-interest sys¬ 
tematic transformation facility 
agreed last June, and was 
originally due for payment 
before the end of last year. 

M Camdessus said Russia 
was on course for the forecast 
reduction in monthly inflation 
from 20 per cent in January to 
single digits by file end of the 
year, and “low tingle digits” in 
1995. “We have observed that 
Russia is doing everything 
possible to make progress in 
restructuring its economy," he 
said. Lloyd Beatsen, tiie US 
Treasury Secretary, said he 
was “encouraged by Russia’s 
actions to cut hs budget deficit 
and the growth of credit these 
steps represenr.

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A pril 21 was a sigfofr 
cant day in the hist¬ 
ory of this column: at 
about lunch ti me, the 
Footsie 100 index returned 

to almost precisely the figure 

at whichit stood on Septem¬ 
ber 10 last year, which was 
the day on which we 
launched the second incar¬ 
nation of Mr In and fold 
Out These are the investors 
invented an age ago by 
W illiam RceS-Mogg: Mr In 
is a fashion follower, while 
the curmudgeonly Lord Out 
IjirfNi solid values and high 
yields, and dreams of recov¬ 
ery stocks. Each put £5,000 
in to each of six stocks; 
yesterday each could be 
judged purely on stock 
selection. 

We have monitored them, 
and both have consistently 
beaten the Footsie, which is 
satisfying- This is not the 
same as beating the market 
which is better measured by 
the all-share index; but since 
we restricted these portfolios 
to large companies, h is a 
fair test But there is one 
fascinating change to report 
while Mr In was consistent¬ 
ly ahead as long as the 
market was up* by yesterday 
Lord Out has nosed in front 
Awl it all happened in foe 
last three demoralised days 
in London. 

As recently as Monday. 
Mr In was 7J8 per cent up, 

nearly six dear points ahead 
of foe Footsie: Lord Out was 
only 4.7 per cent up, less 
than half as good on the 
comparative scale. But dur¬ 
ing this week the In list has 
fallen some 43 per cent, 
more than twice as far as foe 
Footsie. Lord Out, by con¬ 
trast has lost only Oil per 
cent, less than half the 
market feU At the end of the 
first lap, then. Mr In is up 3-1 
per emit and Lord Out up 
33 per cent 

The difference is too small 
and foe time elapsed too 
short to offer any decisive 
verdict: but at least this week 
suggests the vulnerability of 
market favourites when the 
going gets tough, and the 
defensive value of low-rated 
stocks. This is gratifying as 
far as it goes, since that is the 
point of the exerase. But is it 
no more than an accident of 
this very rough and ready 
stock selection? Here are foe

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Lloyds finally discovers a 
soulmate — in Cheltenham 


E veryone knew Brian Pitman, 
chief executive of Upyds 
Bank, was determined to go 
out with a bang. Fhr from 
brooding oyer his foiled £3.6 billion bid 
for the Midland two years ago, the 
hard man of British banking has 
achieved his once in a lifetime acquisi¬ 
tion with time to spare before his 
retirement next year. 

Assuming the bank does not run into 
insurmountable regulatory or legal 
hurdles in the next 12 months, its £1.8 
billion acquisition of the Cheltenham & 
Gloucester will be completed next 
May, giving him several months to sit 
back and reflect on his achievement 
Ironically. Mr Pitman is returning to 
his roots, originally from Cheltenham, 
he worked for die building society as a 
junior, early in Ins career. 

The acquisition talks were code- 
named Project Paul a reference to the 
damascene conversion — C&G will 
convert from building society to bank 
when the deal goes through. Mr 
Pitman was not taking any chances . 
C&G made the approach, though 
Uoyds had been looking at a possible 
budding society acquisition fix- same 
time: One of the problems about 
buying a building society, quite apart 
from persuading its members to agree, 
was “a possible dash of culture". 
However, with C&G, Mr Pitman said, 
there is no such dash- He said both are 
“focused organisations, they believe in 
profitability rather than size. They 
believe that at the end of the day -the 
rally way you can make a profit is by 
excellent service". 

Once the acquisition goes ahead nod 
May. if everything runs according to 
plan, the work of knitting together the 
two organisations begins in earnest 
At first glance the two are very 
different animals. Lloyds is a bank 
with diverse corporate .hanking and 
financial services. C&G is a bunding : 
society which has deliberately stuck to 
what it knows best—mortgage lending 
and deposit taking. It avoided life 
assurance and current accounts 
because, said Andrew Longhurst, its 
chief executive, these markets are 
“already overpopulated". 

As other major banks and building 
societies have embraced the bancass¬ 
urance route which aims to cater Ira- 
all the financial needs of consumers 
under one umbrella, C&G has taken 
the opposite tack. As Mr Longhurst 
said yesterday: “We don’t provide cash 
machines, current accounts, credit 
cards or unsecured loans. We are 
simple and focused. If you want a good 
mortgage rate and good service or 
simply a competitive savings account 
C&G will deliver." 

Lloyds has 61.710 staff, and 1,800 
brandies. C&G has 3,000 staff, 230 
branches and six mortgage centres, 
most in the South and West 
But look closer and the acquisition 
makes sense. In Mr Pitman and Mr 
Longhurst. it brings together the two 
great innovators in the financial indus¬ 
try. Lloyds was the first erf the big four 
to go into bancassurance with the 
ground-breaking acquisition in 1988 of 


Patricia Tehan and Robert Miller find plenty of 
evidence that the marriage of the high street bank 
to the sixth-biggest building society makes sense 


a majority stake in Abbey Life. It was 
the first to offer interest on current 
accounts in credit, the first to levy an 
annual fee an credit cards. 

Uoyds* moves were the first in the 
industry to erode the cross subsidies 
where, by forgoing interest osi file 
money in an account customers paid 
the cost of running the account 

C&G was the first to abandon 
endowment mortgages, traditionally 
where building societies make hefty 
profits, as they were so unpopular with 
customers. It is toe only building 
society that has not diversified, avoid¬ 
ing the pitfalls that have tripped man y 
of its rivals in file past few years. 

Both operations are deemed to be 
wefl managed Lloyds has acquired the 
reputation of being Britain's best- 
managed bank as a result of its 
remorseless squeeze on costs that has 
fed directly into prafits-Under Mr 
Pitman, it is managed for the benefit of 
its shareholders. Return on sharehold¬ 
ers equity is one of his key targets. 

Nerthra is interested in market share 


for its own sake. Lloyds allowed its 
loan book to shrink, sold most of its 
European retail banking operations 
and pulled out of low return business¬ 
es, or operations like merchant bank¬ 
ing, where it was not a big player. 
Meanwhile, it has been busy filling in 
gaps in its product lines. 

C&G* pretax profits have grown at 
a compound annual rate of 17 per cent 
since 1989, to £202 million last year. Its 
reserves have increased from £332 
millio n in 1989 to £864 million last 
year, a compound annual growth rale 
of 27 per cent During file same period 
its residential mortgage book has 
grown from £5.7 billion to £14 bfflian. 
C&G-5 cost base gives Lloyds plenty to 
crow about: its ratio of costs to income 
was 26 per cent last year, compared 
with a building society average of 48 
percent 

Under Mr Longhurst* stewardship, 
C&G has in turn been acquisitive, 
cambaiative and innovative. In the 
past ten years, for example, the UK'S 
sixth largest society, with 371X000 
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C&G’s Cheltenham HQ, top, and Uoyds’ Lombard Street head office 


mortgage borrowers and I mill inn 
savers, has acquired 16 other societies. 

The ambitious acquisition trail 
started in 1984 with the takeover of tbe 
tiny Cotswold society which had three 
brandies and assets of £13 minion. At 
that time. C&G’s assets stood at just 
over £2 billion. Other societies to Have 
merged with tbe C&G since then 
indude the Portsmouth (£800 milli on 
of assets), the Guardian (£13 billion) 
and file Walthamstow (£326 million). 

Last year, following the collapse of 
the proposed takeover of file Heart of 
England sodety by the Bank of 
Edinburgh. C&G stepped in. It was the 
biggest Longhurst acquisition and took 
C&G’s assets to over £16 billion. 

But the deals were not all as 
successful as Mr Longhurst might 
have hoped. When C&G look over tbe 
Portsmouth in 1991 it had expected to 
inherit up to £40 million of assess. 
However, after massive provisions to 
cover the smaller society* co mm erc ia l 
loan book. C&G ended up with just £1 

million. 

In 199L Mr Longhurst sold a loss- 
making est a te agency chain for £1.7 
million and in 1989 the sodety aban¬ 
doned low-cost share dealing. At file 
time, Mr Longhurst said: "It is vital 
that Cheltenham & Gloucester contin¬ 
ues to keep its operating costs under 
tight control SO we can main tain our 
track record of offering highly competi¬ 
tive products in mortgages and invest¬ 
ments. "In September 1990, C&G intro¬ 
duced a El 00 minimum investment 
requirement for its savings accounts, 
below which it does not pay interest 

He does not shy away from confron¬ 
tation- When file Gover nment 
launched its National Savings First 
Option bond in July 1992. Longhurst 
felt that buildinc societies were being 
placed at an unfair disadvantage. He 
immediately raised the society* mort¬ 
gage rate in ret ali t ion . accusing file 
Government of “making us play 
according to their rules on a playing 
field which is not level”. Within a week 
file Government backed off and low¬ 
ered the interest rate it was paying on 
the first option band. 

In terms af innovation, file launch of 
C&G* London Share postal account in 
1989 was two years ahead of other 
societies. In February, this year C&G 
aboli sh ed an application fees for home 
buyers taking out a mortgage or 
farther advance. This r e pre se nts an 
average saving of £160 for a property 
worth E55A00. This move followed toe 
announcement last November that 
C&G would not renew its five-year, 
tied-agency agreement with Legal & 
General and that toe sodety was 
withdrawing from the sale of mort¬ 
gage-related life assurance. C&G pro¬ 
motes interest-only and repayment 
mortgages, neither of which require 
foe linked purchase of an endowment 
policy. 

In the past, Lloyds has tried and 
failed to buy toe Royal Bank of 
Scotland, Standard Chartered, in 
which it stiff holds a stake, and the 
Midland. With the C&G, it looks like it 
will be fourth time lucky.

The company 
cannot be criticised for seek¬ 
ing greater exposure to high¬ 
er-margin products, such as 
chilled seafood recipes, when 
the rest of the food market is 
suffering deflation, but inves¬ 
tors need more information 
to justify the price being paid 
fra* Rahbek Group. 

Striking fishermen and re¬ 
structurings spoilt Rahbek* 
1993 results, we are told, but 
the omlanations bear some 
resemblance to Fisher* own 
one<jff hiccoughs (American 
weather, apple gluts, early 
cockle purchases). Past per¬ 
formance may be no guide to 
future performance but toe 
company will have its work 
cut out to transform profits of 
£3.6 million into an accept¬ 
able return on the near £60 
million it is investing in fiie 
seafood business. 

More worrying is the de¬ 
mand for cash. Profit fore¬ 
casts of £50 miffianphu for 
the year suggest Fisher is 
issuing shares on a multiple 


of less than ten times earn¬ 
ings. hardly a statement of 
confidence.

EVEN SmithKlme Beecham. 
with its wealth of promising 
new drugs, is not immune to 
toe pressure on world phar¬ 
maceutical sales. The ruc¬ 
tions in the Italian healthcare 
market when toe govern¬ 
ment refused to reimburse 
sales of many drags, left SB* 
turnover from continuing op¬ 
erations in the first quarter 
looking distinctly flat even 
though the decline in sales of 
its ageing Tagamet anti-ulcer 
drug are slowing. 

Indeed, gross profits took a 
sharp dive, not what inves¬ 
tors used to expect from drug 
companies. The figures were 
only rescued by a raff in pro¬ 
motional spending due to the 
phasing of drug launches.

Losses and profits: 


what next, asks 


Matthew May 


T he gaze of computer industry 
watchers around the world 
was firmly fixed on IBM 
yesterday as it announced it 
had made a first-quarter profit of £265 
million and increased sales by 2 per 
cent to more than £9 billion, Analysts 
argue that the figures — the second 
consecutive quarterly profit — should 
mean that the worst is over for a com¬ 
pany that in 1902 managed to gain the 
unpleasant accolade of having re¬ 
ported the world's largesi-ever corp¬ 
orate loss. 

But the twists and rums of the 
computer industry continue to baffle 
even the experts. Many were seriously 
caught out last Friday by the scale of 
losses reported by Digital Equipment, 
the second largest US computer maker. 

Digital reported third-quarter losses 
of £124 million, six times the figure for 
the same period a year ago. Revenue 
for the latest quarter was 6 per cent 
down at £2-2 billion. The loss was four 
times greater than many analysts pre¬ 
dicted. 

For many years. Digital, which 
specialised in mini-computers, ignored 
the big switch to personal computers. It 
has sought to restructure by reducing 
the work force, revamping the manage¬ 
ment and introducing new products 
dial use a powerful home-grown chip 
called the Alpha. 

Digital says that computers using 
the Alpha chip and its belated range of 
personal computers are selling well but 
clearly at profit margins that cannot 
cover the costs of running even a 
slimmed down company. Now it says it 
will speed up restructuring plans and 
cut S per cent of employees, or 7,000

jobs, within three months. Digital's 
bleak results, which Robert Palmer, 
president and chief executive, says 
suprised even him. are not just a sign of 
an industry in recession. 

Microsoft and Intel, the two com¬ 
panies dominating the PC market, 
continue their run of rising profits and 
sales. This week Intel announced that 
first quarter earnings rose to £417 
million, up ty 13 per cent from the 
same period in 1993, while sales rose 31 
per cent to £1.8 billion. 

Similarly, Microsoft says that profits 
for the first three months of 1994 rose 5 
per cent to £173 million, despite having 
made a one-off payment of more than 
£80 million to cover the cost of a law 
suit it lost earlier this year. Sales for the 


quarter were up 30 per cent to £838 
million, compared with the same 
period in 1993. 

Digital may take some comfort from 
the fact that both companies benefit 
from having products that have be¬ 
come de facto standards in the PC 
business. But the same cannot be said 
for the success of Compaq which, faced 
with declining profit margins, heavily 
restructured the company. 

This week, it announced record sales 
of £155 billion for its first quarter, a 41 
per cent increase over the same period 
in 1993. Profits doubled to £144 million. 

In a years time, the picture may be 
somewhat different, particularly 
because of the amount of competition 
heading Intel's way as its continuing 


success points the minds of other 
companies to the huge profits possible. 

Last week, the French-Italian group 
SGS-Thomson said that it will start 
selling clones of Intel's industry stan¬ 
dard 486 and Pentium chips under its 
own name. The chips are designed by 
Cyrix, a Texas-based company also 
likely to give Intel more competition 
because of a licensing agreement it has 
just signed with IBM, under which 
IBM will manufacture Cyrix chips. 

This week. IBM and Motorola said 
that they have completed development 
of the Power PC 604. a chip aimed at 
mainstream desktop personal comput¬ 
ers and claimed to be at least twice as 
fast as Pentium, Intel's current top of 
the range. 


Europe 
buys into 
Soho

Special features on your equipment could save lots of money on phone bills 


FACSIMILE machines may 
be an unexpectedly pricey 
corporate tool, according to 
an American survey by Gal¬ 
lup. writes Matthew May. 

The poll of 400 daily fax 
users in America reports that 
the machines take a hidden 
toll on large corporations, 
because more than half do not 
trade fax costs. 

But. based on companies’ 
telephone costs and the per¬ 
centage telecommunication 
managers attributed to fox 
transmission, the survey esti¬ 
mated that as much as 25 per

cent of a company's total 
telephone costs were spent on 
fox transmission. 

More than 75 per cent of 
respondents from both large 
and mid-size companies had 
no idea how much it cost to 
send each fox. although most 
send more than 100 pages per 
day. 


Another finding was that 55 
per cent af all facsimile traffic 
in large companies was sent 
from one location to another 
within the same company, 
although not necessarily the 
same building. And 84 per 
cent of die companies have 
never trained their employees 
in bow to use fox machines. 


But several features could 
save money. “Deiay-send", 
which ensures documents do 
not go out until the evening 
when telephone rates are low¬ 
er, could save companies 10 
per cent on phone bflls if used 
on just one-quarter of the 
documents sent each day. 

"Fax has become a primary 
means of communication for 
business, but management of 
this critical technology has 
been ignored,” says Meredith; 
Fischer, a spokeswoman for 
Pitney Bowes, which commis¬ 
sioned the survey.

W hen Dr Steven BeJ- 
lovin spotted a hacker 
00 the computer 
system at AT&T in 
January 1991 , he decided that 
mstead of shutting the impostor our 
ne would monitor his activities Dr 
BeUovin. AT&T's computer 'set 
urity expert, wanted to fold out 
what techniques the electronic in¬ 
vader was using so he could check 
his defences and warn other victims 
The h acker had entered AT&Ts 
system via Internet, the world's 
largest computer network, which 
links about 20 million users world¬ 
wide. Pioneered by universities, 
Intern et is increasingly' used by 
companies, financial institutions 
and government departments to 
exchange information, place orders 
and, in some rays, 'to make 
payments. 

For the next four months, the 
hacker, known as "Berferd", used 
AT&T’s computer -as a spring¬ 
board to attack numerous other 
organisations on Internet 
The culmination came on May 1, 
when he assaulted some 300 com¬ 
puters including ministries and 
military sites. By this 1 time Dr 
BeDovin knew the identity of the 
caller, but nothing could be done 
because hacking was at that time 
legal in The Netherlands, where 
the hacker lived. 

Within a few days, AT&T’s 
lawyers decided to shut Berferd out 
for fear that the company would be 
accused of harbouring hackers. 

Dr Bellovin had been shocked by 
the arsenal of weapons Berferd had 
created and because few of the

target organisations knew that they 
had been hit lb raise awareness of 
the dangers, and to provide guid¬ 
ance on how to thwart hackers, he 
has cowritten a book, to be 
published in Britain soon. 

“As more and more companies 
join computer networks they are 
becoming increasingly vulnerable 
to hacker attack,’'Eh BeDovin says. 
Some hackers are just carnal 
snoopers but about once a week 
AT&T is subject to a serious 
assault. Extremely severe attacks 
happen once a month. 

‘The first problem is the nui¬ 
sance factor. But it does not stop 
there because backers usually want 
to secure a back door so that they 
can get back into foe machine-—die 
equivalent of digging a tunnel from 
foie inside out.'* 

If hackers think they have been 
detected, they will probably wipe 
all of foie victim’s files to destroy 
any incriminating traces they may 
have left behind. The problem is

that few companies have adequate 
safeguards. Often they are using 
machines designed before foe days 
of networking when security needs 
were simpler. 

"For example,’ says Dr BeUovin, 
Tots erf organisations don’t monitor 
foe number of felled password 
attempts." Hackers can set up their 
machines to go through dictio¬ 
naries of foreign languages all 
through foe night until they find a 
legitimate password. 

Passwords are one of the weakest 
points in most security systems, 
says Dr BeDovin. Hackers need to 
be stopped at foe front door. He 
recommends never choosing a real 
word or variations of your name, 
bbfodate, or those of your friends 
or family. Instead you should mix 
letters, numbers and punctuation 
marks in an oddball sequence of no 
fewer than eight characters. 

Even better are one-off pass¬ 
words because they also protect 
against the risk of wiretapping. Dr 


BeUovin carries a digital Weeper 
that emits a unique password every 
. time he wants to access foe 
computer. 

In his book. Dr BeDovin 
describes bow to build a “firewaD” 
foe electronic equivalent of a sec¬ 
urity desk in the lobby of an office 
building, as opposed to locks on foe 
doors of aU the rooms. 

If you spot hackers, you should 
stop them in their trades immed¬ 
iately, Dr BeDovin advises, because 
you do not knowwbat damage they 
will do if they suspect they are 
being watched. He does not recom¬ 
mend a Berferd-style surveillance 
operation. "We had the luxury of 
the equipment, experience and staff 
to do it” he explains. 

D r Bellovin is against 
hiring hackers who 
have become security 
consultants. They may 
not have truly reformed and per¬ 
haps cannot be trusted to keep your 
secrets.” It depends on whether you 
think you can trust them, he says. 
He has his own code of ethics 
against hackers. Fbr example, he 
does not try to break into their 
computers in an attempt to learn 
more about foe attacks. 

"When we found that our mach¬ 
ine was being used as a repository 
for pirated software,” Dr BeUovin 
adds, "we resisted the temptation to 
replace those programs vnth virus- 
infected versions.”

A small company is involved in a big American push for sales success 


I t has been difficult to 
escape a tidal wave of 
advertising for Apple’s 
new Power Macintosh, the 
high-speed personal computer 
designed to pitch the company 
back into battle with Microsoft 
Windows machines. 

Like the concept for the 
computers themselves, the 
campaign hails straight from 
Silicon Valley, full of laidback 
style, the promise of pleasur¬ 
able computing and more 
than a little hype. 

Nowhere does it indicate 
that one of foe key selling 
points of foe campaign was 
bom in a plain industrial 
estate office in High Wyc¬ 
ombe. Buckinghamshire. 

Britain's foray into mass 
market high-tech development 
through ventures such as foe 
Sinclair and BBC computes 
proved short-lived in a busi¬ 
ness that soon became domi¬ 
nated by Americans. 

But PC innovation contin¬ 
ues in foe most unlikely of 
places. If Apple’s'new comput¬ 
ers are to broaden their cus¬ 
tomer base, the company has 
to convince a sceptical public 
that foe machine will also run 
Microsoft Windows applica¬ 
tions alongside the more usual 
Macintosh ones. 

For that capability, Apple 
had to turn to the one com¬ 
pany in the world founded 
expressly to make PC applica¬ 
tions run on computers for 
which they were never intend¬ 
ed. Insignia Solutions was

founded in High Wycombe in 
1966 with venture capital from 
British and Dutch sources. 
The company's products let 
users of Macs, and workstat¬ 
ions from DEC, Hewlett Pac¬ 
kard. IBM and Sun, run appli¬ 
cations from foe PC world, 
with foe blessing of Microsoft, 
which has licensed foe actual 
code of Windows to Insignia to 
make foe emulation as eff¬ 
icient as possible. 

Insignia's aim is simply 
stated: the company “builds" a 
software PC inside the rival 
computer environment, then 
ins talls a real version of 
Microsoft's operating system 
on it Once foe operating 
system is there, normal DOS 
or Windows software can be 
run just as it would on a 
conventional PC. 

E mulation is a curious 
by-road of modem 
computing, although 
one which has brought Insig¬ 
nia a fast-growing turnover of 
£13 million and a staff of more 
than 170, most of them highly 
technical software engineers. 

The company has no serious 
rivals for its broad family of 
products, leaving an eager 
Apple with nowhere else to 


turn to but High Wycombe. 

David Angwin, Insignia's 
marketing director, says. The 
expectation of most people is 
that software like this must 
have been developed in foe 
US. The profile of our custom¬ 
ers is very much that of an 
American software company. 
We sell far more software in 
foe American market than we 
do in Europe.” 

As a result foe company has 
taken the unusual step of 
appointing a chief executive 
officer and sales team based in 
Mountain.View, California, in 
the heart of Silicon Valley, 
while buDding up its develop¬ 
ment staff in Buckingham¬ 
shire. 

Mr Angwin says: “There is a 
great advantage in having a 
central engineering team here 
while sales and marketing are 
led from America. Our engi¬ 
neering team has a lot of 
experience. There is no reason 
why we would want to move 
them from the UK.” 

Insignia is not foe only 
British dement behind Ap¬ 
ple's ventures. Apple is also a 
stakeholder in Advanced Rise 
Machines (ARM), housed in a 
converted bam outside Cam¬ 
bridge. It is a 43*trong, chip- 


design company which lies 
behind foe processors that 
power a variety of machines, 
including Apple’s electronic 
notepad, the Newton, Acorn 
computers. 3DO multimedia 
machines and foe graphics of 
Reriiffosion professional flight 
simulators. 

ARM designs chips that run 
quickly but are cheap to 
produce and consume little 
power. The processors are 
then made under licence by a 
number of international man¬ 
ufacturers. More than two 
million ARM chips have been 
shipped since the company 
was founded in 1990 as a spin¬ 
off from Acorn Computers, 
which is now owned by 
Olivetti of Italy. 

T here are. however, al¬ 
ways problems ahead 
fa* any industries that 
are essentially clients of larger 
corporations. 

Will Insignia also come 
under threat from a world of 
converging standards which 
one day promises to deliver 
applications that run on any 
PC. whatever foe operating 
System? 

"We ask ourselves that ques¬ 
tion all foe time.” Mr Angwin 
says. “Maybe one day we will 
get to foe point where the 
hardware doesn't matter, the 
software wfl] always run on it, 
but it stiD seems to be a long 
time off."

A critical communications gap 
round in the highest levels of 
companies may be dosing.

But a round-table discussion held by 
Grosvcnor Stewart, a recruitment agency, 
at the end of last month involving IT 
heads from the public and private sector, 
suggests there is still some way to go. 
Agreement on the need for general 
managers in charge of IT contrasts with a 
doubt about finding enough suitable and 
willing people. 

The'technological element of IT discour¬ 
ages managers from outside the discipline 
from moving in. To increase the flow, 
positive discrimination against managers 
who have ascended the usual IT career 
ladder was suggested. 

David Morgan, IT director of Fisons’ 
pharmaceuticals division, says: “You 
don't need to know the ins and outs of IT. 
you need to know how to manage the 
people who do". Mr Morgan is an 
example of what could be a new breed of 
IT director. Once a teacher, he has also 
worked in the pharmaceutical industry in 
sales and finance. 

“Managing IT can be a niche occupa¬ 
tion in companies that see IT as a 
problem." he says. Emphasising the

requirement for people of broader back¬ 
grounds at the top of the IT free, he adds: 
“You should discriminate positively 
against people who have climbed the 
ladder on technical abilities. Business re¬ 
engineering means finding managers to 
run the business better-" They could come 
from the ranks of disenchanted IT people 
— who “ used to be writing code, now they 
draw boxes." 

The shortage of suitable IT managers is 
still pronounced, says . Stephanie Twigg, 
the IT manager for Grosvenor Stewart 
But she objects to the fashionable term 
“hybrid" manager, saying that repetition 
has devalued it 

Alexis Cleveland. IT director of The 
Benefits Agency, suggests the explanation 
may lie in the forbidding image of IT. 
“You don't need detailed technical know¬ 
ledge — we have people who have not 
come up through the traditional IT 
channels.” she says. “But perhaps the 
problem is in finding people who have the 
confidence to move into IT from outside." 


Mr Morgan believes that IT people 
may stfll be their own worst enemies in 
this respect. “They speak different lan¬ 
guages, they huddle together, they even 
get put in separate places," he says. 
“There is still a mystique about IT.” 

The Serna report concentrates on the 
language issue in a focus cm internal 
company communications. A quarter of 
the 158 respondents said their main piece 
of advice to IT professionals would be: 
“Listen more to users.” 

One senior executive is quoted as 
saying: “When I speak to my IT colleague, 
I am speaking ‘digitally*. It is exact very 
precise, ff I am speaking to a finance or 
marketing manager, then you could think 
of this in terms of ‘analogue' conversation 
— we can talk in concepts. I can explain 
what I want in broad terms. With the data 
processing people, the brief has to be 
tight" 


T he report argues that the way 
people communicate with each 
other within organisations will 
be central to the success of 
organisational changes. In 70 per cent of 
me enterprises surveyed, internal com¬ 
munications was at or near the top of the 
agenda for senior management 
The report argues that the information 
flows within an organisation should be 
the raw material of IT. The fact that those 
flows embrace everyone in the operation 
should give IT professionals contacts at 
every level.

Richard storms the Tower 


S ame years -ago. Tammy 
Steele came to the Tower of 
London, having “a song to 
sing. O!” as Jade Point in The 
Yeoma ofthe Guard. But that was 
on a sage erected in the drained 
moat, \hereas Barrie Rutter's York- 
shire-bsed company. Northern 
Broadrfes, has penetrated the cur¬ 
tain wal and the inner ramparts, and 
chosen hr this play a cobbled slope 
betweei the Salt and Lanthom 
Towers 

Lookng to our right, the actors can 
see thepreexpitous south face of the 
White "ower. So when Queen Eliza¬ 
beth cres "Pity, you anaent stones, 
those Rider babes," she stares dired- 
ly at thtvery place where her prinedy 
offspriig are immured, and invokes 
those stfsame stones. 

WeULin one sense this is not what 
theatreis about And if the Chorus 
from Bruy Vhad survived the fall of 
the Hose of Lancaster, he might 
well hare asked us to play with our 
fandesand eke out the performance 
with wr mind. In other words, use

some imagination. But there is 
another sense, call it historical or 
plain curiosity, in which the gap in 
reality is felt to dose enjoyahty if this 
arch is the very one Lord Hastings 
walked under cm his way to the block, 
car out of that door the Bishop of Ely 
dashed to fetch Richard good straw¬ 
berries from his Holbom garden. 

In fact, tiie particular arch that the 
actor playing Hastings walks under 
is dearly labelled “Queen Elizabeth 
II Arch”, casting an anachronistic

Rutter’S production may be the first 
Shakespeare ever played within these 
venerable walls, unless Sir Frauds 
Bacon, during his reluctant resi¬ 
dence, persuaded his jailers to act out 
a .scene from some piece he had 
scribbled down years earlier — 
Romeo and Juliet, say — before 


handing it over to a bearded, balding 
hade from Stratford. 

So, on a mikf evening that looked 
as if it might soon rum dolly, an 
audience queued up to have its bags 
searched outside Middle Tower. 
Then over what used to be the moat, 
under the functioning portcullis of 
the TByward Tower, past the Bloody 
Ttower, disappointingly unstained. 
Bearded Yeomen watched us 
thoughtfully as we trooped beneath, 
tiie Watergate—not thm Watergate: 
the one Henry m built in 1220. The 
black birds on the grass turned out to 
be blackbirds, but we later discov¬ 
ered that the Royal Keeper had 
agreed to feed and bed his ravens 
early so as not to flummox the actors. 

Seating has been erected at the 
comer of the RqyaJ Armouries, an 
entity that plans to transfer much of 
its collection to a purpose-built muse¬ 


um in Leeds, hi someone's brain a 
connection was made between York¬ 
shire and the Tower, Northern 
Broadsides and Richard m and la it 
came to pass that hundreds of us 
stared down al Rutter's company of 
15 and wished the brain had man¬ 
aged one further connection and 
waited till the April erf our discontent 
had been made glorious summer. 

When I saw this production two 
years ago, I felt that the shortened 
vowels of the Yorkshire voices gave a 
strong sound but lacked the flexibility 
for subtle verse-speaking. This is no 
longer the case. Rutter himself, 
playing Richard, can woo us, as be 
woos tie London Citizens, with guQe 
and mockery. But his villain remains 
mischievous, not malevolent 

Dave HOI'S snarling Buckingham, 
or Boakingham, points the verse ably 
and ishia Bennison gives a blistering 


performance as tiie spitfire Elizabeth, 
stamping on the cobbles with her 
stiletto heals. But several minor 
characters are dimly played, and 
Rutter allows such peculiarities as a 
group of five men who are obliged to 
remain motionless during an over¬ 
long scene of royal cursing. 

Just as Richard is setting off to 
muster his men. the Yeomen in some 
other part of the tower began an 
evening ceremony involving keys and 
played the Last Post, marching off 
into the distance as Richard returns 
with his dog-footed soldiers. Less 
helpful, however, is tiie awkward 
slope of the cobblestone path that 
made it impossible for the battle of 
Bosworth, represented last time by a 
lengthy dog dance, to continue for 
more than a dozen paces. A pity, 
because the rousing climax could 
give tiie show an invigorating end. 

Hie run continues till tomorrow. 
Go for the architectural background: 
the steps leading up to tiie battle¬ 
ments are even labelled "Medieval 
Palace”. But wrap up thickly.

er than rejectslhe past “One 
of the reasotf I began to 
compose in thrfirst plats." she 
said in a merit interview, 
“was predseljbecause I loved 
the musk I hard." She takes 
what she nees from the past 
and transform it into her own 
admirably eoriomic musical 
language: Ekbert lasts less 
than 90 mintes and, as with 
JanSCek. yoefeel there isn't a 
single note tht doesn’t need to

T he more soft-centred of 
London’s radio stations 
had been featuring her 
music all day. a tribute nor¬ 
mally reserved for those 
megastars who are newly and 
tragically deceased. It was not 
Barbra Streisand herself, how¬ 
ever, but her fans who showed 
every sign of having died and 
gone to heaven at Wembley chi 
Wednesday. 

Hie last time the recalcitrant 
diva performed on a British 
stage, Harold Wilson was 
resident at 10 Downing Street 
and. the pound in his pocket 
was enough to ensure red 
plush accommodation in the 
stalls for a party of six. 

Ticket prices and the reput¬ 
ation of the singer have dearly 
been subject to spiralling infla¬ 
tion in the interim. Some 28 
years and four prime minis¬ 
ters later, it cost members of 
an excited first-night crowd as 
much as £260 to bag a better- 
placed perch amid Wembley 
Arena’shardtyglamortmscol- 
umns of red plastic seating. In 
the corridors, groomed and 
securityrotted patrons vied to 
outdo each other with horror 
stories of friends who had faid 
£500. no £800, no £1,000, on 
the blade market 
When, at &20pm precisely, 
the star rode in on the tidal 
wave of a 64-piece orchestra 
playing musical director Mar¬ 
vin Hamlisdrs busy-busy 
overture, it seemed that any 
price at all would have been a 
bargain to the faithful. And 
when, ovation over, she moved 
through tbe suitably momen¬ 
tous “Everything's As If We 
Never Said Goodbye” and into 
a specialty commissioned re¬ 
write of Stephen Sondheim'S 
"I’m Still Here" (complete with 
self-deprecating references to

her dress sense, her tendency 
to proselytise and a proboscis 
to rival Cyrano de Bergerac'S) 
it became evident that this was 
to be an occasion in which 
mythology and personal mag¬ 
ic were inextricably linked. 

Alternately soaring and car 
ressing of voice, Streisand 
moved about her Palm Court 
extravaganza of a set with 
seeming calm and ease, de¬ 
spite this being her first Euro¬ 
pean concert Only the giant 
Autocue belied her nerves; not 
only each sang line but each 
apparent ad lib rolled silently 
upwards in perfect sequence 
with her delivery. 

But evidently that mattered 
little to an audience soon to 
become heady on show tunes 
and standards, each com¬ 
pounding the potent image of 
a woman who portrayed her¬ 
self as having overcome every 
self-doubt to become tiie pre¬ 
mier entertainer of her 
generation. 

Hie end was sudden and 
surprisingly short on histrion¬ 
ics. Hie epcmtricalty paced 
programme, its second half 
significantly shorter than its 
first, had already used up 
barnstormers such as 
“People”, “Evergreen” and 
“My Man" before coming to 
an abrupt dose with a sub¬ 
dued, salutary rendition of 
“For AD We Know" 

Minutes after Streisand had 
left the stage, tiie Wembley car 
park was empty. Only the 
sound of myriad car stereos, 
each bearing her voice into the 
London night, offered proof 
that she had been there si a!L

Life with a 
one-man band 

A consummate raconteur reopens 


a beautifully restored theatre 


P eter Ustinov, unshowy 
and yet quietly splen¬ 
did performing solo at 
73. fits rather snugly into the 
restored Haymarket, which 
is freshly painted in warm 
old gold. His accounts of 
preposterous ambassadorial 
dinners and Hollywood 
stars are wittily self-moddng 
as well as magnanimous. 
The blown-up photographs 
of him could go, but he is a 
consummate raconteur, run¬ 
ning through his life from 
swotting flies with grandpa 
and being a salamander at 
drama school (all darting 
tongue and splayed fingers) 
to today. 

By the end, Ustinov is 
burlesquing a German cura¬ 
tor of a museum of musical 
fragments and metamor¬ 
phosing into a one-man 
band. Becoming a neapoti- 
tan singer, he wails romanti¬ 
cally with a face like a 
stomach ache. In between, 
his tongue flickers again 
creating a kind of burbling 
pizzicato while his hands 
frantically pluck thin air. as 
if the salamander of 
Ustinov's youth is bad: 
again and giving tiie guitar a 
shot. 

Thereby tiie evening, 
though made up of scraps 
(jokes, impersonations and 
anecdotes), comes foil circle. 
Though Ik fumbles for his 
words sometimes. Ustinov is 
still as imaginatively playful 
as his childhood self. Balanc¬ 
ing bulkily on a high stool — 
dangerously like Humpty 
Dumpty—he seems at once 
a bouncy baity and your 
ideal great-uncle telling fam¬ 
ily stories. He can make me 
laugh though I’m two gener¬ 
ations his junior, and with¬ 
out trying half as hard as 
many alternative comedians. 

Ustinov has gjrth. He 
embraces coziness and a 
cutting edge. He rambles 
gently recollecting early vis¬ 
its to Estonia; broken veran¬ 
das and the smell erf drying 
mushrooms. Later he is 
sharply satirical: a pea¬ 
brained Ronald Reagan 
bumbling through a ban¬ 
quet. pushed to remember 
Nancy's name. The pleasure 
of Ustinov’s humour is akin

to sipping hot chocolate fol¬ 
lowed by a stiff chaser. 

He also encompasses the 
planet While he is plummity 
English, he has Russian.

Now, continent- 
hopping for Unicef, which he 
talks about with brief seri-

ousness near the close, he 
has the licence to amuse with 
an array of funny accents. 

A recurring motif is non- 
commumcation. His diplo¬ 
mats talk in different kinds 
of gibberish. Simply pulling 
faces, he does a great line in 
people rendered speechless. 
Yet, thus, his show is inter¬ 
nationally comprehensible. 
That visiting German cura¬ 
tor, unable to think of die 
word for “union", testily 
slams his spread fingers 
together to show us what he 
means. Ustinov creates a 
sense of intimacy that cross¬ 
es tbe footlights: people lean 
towards him when they 
laugh.

T ime was when the doe-eyed. 
kissy-Jrissy pout of Rule's 
Mark Gardener was larded 
over just about every music 
paper, magazine and bedroom wall in 
Britain. Songs that were on speaking 
terms with—but not quite engaging in 
— the despair of bigtime teenage angst 
greased the way for a couple of Top 20 
nits and enough critical acclaim to keep 
a small container ship of ego a float 
Titles like “Dreams Bum Down" and 
“Nowhere” indicated a youthful, sec¬ 
ond-hand conception of true alienation. 
That Gardener or main songwriter 
Andy Bell had experienced much 
titanic disappointment or soul-eroding 
bleakness was unlikely. 

Ride came from a comfortable 
Oxford background, and rose to promi¬ 
nence during the shoe-gazing scene, a 
loose conglomerate of middle-dass 
white boys making pretty music and 
hanging out at each other's gigs and 
parties. At the time, music journalists 
regularly risked being debagged by 
gangs of nigby players for the floweri¬ 
ness of their prose when describing 
these bands. Ride have, in their time, 
been called “a perfect kiss in a 
perfume-stained house", “a liquid chi¬ 
mera” and “God’S own after-dinner- 
party music”. The shoe-gazing 
honeymoon lasted a year, then grunge, 
hard-rocking men’s music, took over 
and pretty boys and pretty music were 
as welcome as a stilettoheeled octopus 
in a waterbed. 

Ride disappeared for a while, and 
came back at the beginning of 1992 
with “Leave Them All Behind”: eight

minutes long, giddy 
with synthesizers 
and a woozy feeling 
of having done too 
much for the good of 
one’s health.

Between hard rock and a place 


Little Angels’ 
melodic metal tops 
the charts here,.

I t may bin itself as the jewel of 
the Yorkshire coast, but the 
seaside resort of Scarborough 
.has offered up few gems to 
appease the gods of rock'n’roll — 
prior to current local heroes little 
Angels, that is. "Er, Robert Palmer 
was brought up in the town. In fact, 
his parents still live here,” band 
members Toby Jepson and Bruce 
John Dickinson volunteer after 
much thought their deliberations 
hampered by the Muzak flooding 
the lounge of the Royal HoteL 
"There were the Skids, of course. 
And Jimmy Savile, although he 
doesn’t really count Oh. and that 
bloke who played guitar in the 
Spiders Prom Mars. And, erm. 
that’s it" 

A bracing walk along the fore¬ 
shore suggests that the local live 
scene is similarly challenged Post¬ 
ers advertise one-offs by Joe 
Longthome. Foster & Allen. Gerry 
and the Pacemakers with Helen 
Shapiro and the Swinging Blue 
Jeans. Long gone are the glory days 
of the Penthouse Club, an unprepos¬ 
sessing but much-missed venue that 
in its time played host to everyone 
from die Beatles to the Sex Pistols.

currently the most successful British 
exponents of an outmoded yet 
defiantly enduring form of music — 
that strain of lag, bold and melodic 
rode best exemplified by such tight- 
trousered and extravagantiytfessed 
American acts as Van Halen and 
Bon Jovi. “It dawned on us only 
slowly and painfully that we weren’t 
actually fashionable. We’d always 
assumed we were," Jepson says 
cheerfully. “Outside the heavy metal 
press we tend to get written off as 
poodlefraircd pouting rode gods 
with sausages stuffed down our 
pants. We’re never going to be an 
The Word or in. The Face.” 

They should worry. In 1992, Jam 
went straight into die British charts 
at No 1 and has now sold more than 
100,000 copies in this country. 
Meanwhile a new compilation. Lit¬ 
tle Of The Past boasts ten Top 40 
hits among his 16 trades and stands 
on the cusp of the Top Ten a week 
after its release. These are impres¬ 


sive credentials, given that bands 
like the Little Angels are effectively 
cold-shouldered by the mainstream 
media, and stand as testimony to the 
power of positive thinking. 

“Right from the start, when we 
formed at sixth form college in an 
attempt to win Yamaha guitars in 
the TOPS rock competition, we 
thought we were great," Dickinson 
says. "Even when we came last in 
the regional finals, we thought it In 
fact we could hardly believe how 
incredibly brilliant we were.” 

S uch self-belief persuaded 
Paul Todd, now musical 
director at the National 
Theatre but then working at 
Alan Ayckbourn’S Theatre in the 
Round, to offer them a Sunday night 
residency. But it was pure brass 
neck that got them tire necessary 
El,000 to press their first indie 
single. “We just knocked an the door 
of a local businessman and said: 


'Look mate, we know you've got a bit 
of money and we were wondering if 
you could lend us some.. .* He was 
amused rattier than offended and 
was sporting enough to do so.” 

A copy of the 45 was then sent to 
tire magazine Metal Hammer, 
which invited the group to support 
first Tesla and then Guns N’Roses 
in a series of concerts it was 
sponsoring at London's Marquee. 
Their act already refined (perhaps 
“refined" is not quite the word) by 
two years of slogging from one gig to 
another in a beat-up Transit, they 
made the right impression. A record 
deal with Poly dor soon followed. 

"That live experience was crucial 
for us," Dickinson says. “We’d got 
our act off pat. whereas a lot of 
young bands just stay in their 
bedrooms dreaming of great things 
to cone. We wanted to get out and 
play whenever and wherever we 
could — even in the days when we 
were rehearsing in a scout hut and 


doing original songs because we 
were too unskilled to work out the 
chord sequences in cover material" 
These days though, the likes of 
Bryan Adams. Eddie van Halen and 
Jon Bon Jovi specifically ask for 
Little Angels to support them on 
their European dates — the latter in 
particular being a committed 
enough fan to have taken one look at 
tiie van they had hired to get them 
from one continental date to the next 
and insisted that room be found for 
them on the Bern Jovi jet 
Such luxury is probably beyond 
the current expectations of Cock¬ 
roach, Concrete Evidence and the 
other participants in Scarborough’s 
Rode Week, but it never hurts to 
dream. like many other British 
groups at the moment. Little Angels 
are intensely frustrated that domes¬ 
tic success has foiled to carry over 
into the all-important American 
market “American labels don’t care 
about an act unless it's signed 


within their own territory,” Jepson 
says. “Polydor couldn’t get Jam 
released there despite it being a 
No 1 album. Effectively, that exclud¬ 
ed us from a market responsible for 
60 per cent of world record sales.” 
Their response was to free them¬ 
selves from their contract, so that 
they can now seek a new deal across 
the Atlantic. 

You have to admire such resolu¬ 
tion, but then that’s what the group 
is all about Similar bands signed 
here at the same time as them—the 
Quireboys, Onslaught Wolfsbane, 
Dare PM, Jagged Edge and many 
more — have all long since been 
dropped or disbanded Meanwhile 
the Little Angels go from strength to 
strength. Jon Bon Jovi said recently 
that they were just one song short of 
international greatness and they see 
no reason to disagree with him. “We 
want to be world-class contenders.” 
Dickinson says fiercely.

THE longstanding complaint 
about British popular music is 
that it is too subject to fads and 
the whimsical diktats of the 
fashion-conscious music 
press. Unlike America and the 
Continent, where new talent is 
allowed to develop over a long 
period, British groups are 
thrust into the limelight at a 
stage when they are likely to 
wilt rather than flourish in the 
glare. The pundits who at first 
champion an act in the media 
lose interest after one or two 
albums and the Next Big 
Thing suddenly finds itself an 
tiie slippery slope to obscurity. 

But while new waves of 
various descriptions have 
come and gone, a handier 
breed has begun to take root 
Bands like the Wonder Stuff 
and Primal Scream have built 
on their initial success in the 
1960s. while James are finally 
making inroads into America, 
eight years after the release of 
their debut album. 

But for proven durability 
and a truly independent cast 
of mind. Cud and Pulp take 
some beating. Both groups 
come from the unfashionable 
north and have survived 
lengthy and trying apprentice* 
ships. Cud were converted in 
1987 in Leeds; Pulp played 
their first gig in Sheffield as 
long ago as 1980. And each, 
with four . or five albums 
already behind them, is poised 
at last on the brink of a major 


prisingly, th^ share certain 
stylistic traits, notably a ten¬ 
dency towards quirky, art- 
school humour and a kitsch, 
offbeat glamour. 

Musically, Cud are the 
more direct of the two. “Some¬ 
body Snatched My Action", 
tiie opening trade on Showbiz, 
is pbwered by a neo-Hendrix 
guitar riff, while the hustling 
funk rhythm and jazzy chord 
sequence of “Waving And 
Drowning" would not sound 
out of place on a Spin Doctors 
album. However, these mod¬ 
em American rode V roB 
leanings are tempered by tiie 
rich, plummy vocal tones of 
Carl Puttnam. a singer from 
the Julian CapeJim Kerr- 
David Bowie school of round¬ 
ed vowel sounds and 
meaningful enunciation. 


New tricks from old dogs 


Cud’s lyrics, though, are 
odd, verging on the obscure. 
*The most notorious form of 
flattery is contempt/Londy I 
declare my hair is so very 
unkempt” (from “I Reek Of 
Chic") might be funny, if it 
meant something. 

On the face of it, Jarvis 
Cocker, singer and mainstay 
of Pulp, is an even more 
eccentric character. On stage 
be wears velvet suits, dances 
like a coiled spring and sings 
like a punk version of Scott 
Walker. But behind the fruity 
facade is a songwriter blessed 
with unusual wit and a keen 
narrative style. 

The songs on His ’N* Hers 
are seedy domestic dramas, 
usually involving sex, and 
often set in the suburbs of 
England where tables are laid 
for tea and "net curtains blow 
slightly in the breeze/Lemon- 
ade light filtering through the 
trees." Musically they some¬ 
how straddle the impossibly 
big divide between modem 
rock gods such as Suede and 
1970s disco divas like Gloria 
Gaynor whose dancefloor an¬ 
them “I Will Survive” is 
shamelessly raided for the 
chorus of “She’s A Lady". 

Both Cud and Pulp have 
risen quietly through the 
school of hard knocks, and it 
shows in the wiry vigour and 
spirit of independence com¬ 
mon to both these albums.

WHEN the Brand New Heav¬ 
ies get stuck into their loose- 
limbed funk the effect is 
mesmerising. "Have A Good 
Time", the opening trade on 
Brother Sister, is a case in 
point Although not destined 
to win any awards for lyrical 
profundity — “Fed the funk 
/all and have a good time" is 
the refrain — it is a funk/soul 
cocktail of pure delight 

The Heavies, who got to¬ 
gether in London almost a 
decade ago, are that rarest of 
creatures, a fiercely disci¬ 
plined unit that is a jamming 
band ai heart On the instru¬ 
mental workout “Ten Ton 
Take” and the high-rolling 
“Fake”, the rhythm section of 
Andrew Levy (bass) and Jan 


Kincaid (drums) cook up a 
sizzling stew which calls to 
mind such hallowed partner¬ 
ships as Alan Gorrie and 
Robbie McIntosh of the Aver¬ 
age White Band or even 
George Porter and Zigaboo 
Moddiste of New Orleans 
legends, the Meters. 

Unfortunately, the disci¬ 
plined head overrules the jam¬ 
ming heart too firmly on 
Brother Sister. The result is a 
surfeit of slick, uptown soul 
songs like “Dream On 
Dreamer" which comes com¬ 
plete with Barry White-style 
string arrangement 

Worst of all is a faithful 


reading of Maria Muldaur’s 
middle-of-the-road standard 
“Midnight At The Oasis” 
which lowers the tone of the 
album and would have been 
better left to veteran smoothies 
such as Randy Crawford or 
the Crusaders.

POOR Courtney Love. With 
her husband. Kurt Cobain, 
dead, every nuance of her 
group's new album from the 
title onwards assumes a 
heightened and presumably 
unwelcome significance. “I’m 


Miss World, somebody kill 
me" (“Miss World") might 
have seemed like a suitably 
provocative lyric a month ago, 
but the harshness and imma¬ 
turity of the sentiment sits 
rather awkwardly in the wake 
of her collision with reality. 

Even so. Live Through This 
is easily good enough to dispel 
any lingering suspicions that 
Love and her Hole may have 
hitched a ride to the fringes of 
the big time on Nirvana's 
grungey coat-tails. 

She yells too much, produc¬ 
ing a raucous, ill-tempered 
sound that does no favours to 
otherwise engaging punk-pop 


tunes like “Plump" and “Jen¬ 
nifer’s Body”. But when shn 
reins in the histrionics, as 
during most of “I Think That I 
Would Die", there is an unex¬ 
pectedly poignant quality te¬ 
ller songs. 

This reaches its apogee with 
the revelatory introspection ot 
“Doll Parts”, a rumination on 
the d}7iamics of the celebrity 
status she has craved for so 
long. “I want to be the girl 
with the most cake/1 fake it so 
real, 1 am beyond fake/And 
someday you will ache like l 
ache," she sings in a sad. 
weary voice that hits harder 
and truer than all the rest of 
the hellcat howling about 
burning witches and emotion¬ 
al lacerations put together.

THE FLYFISHER 
AS DETECTIVE 

by Brian Clarke 


O ne of the con tinui ng 
realities of angling is 
that 90 per cent of the 
fish are taken by ten per cent 
of file fishermen. This may 
not surprise.beginners, who 
accept that results at first axe 
likely to be indifferent but 
continue because they find 
file sport beguiling and ex¬ 
pect to improve. 

And yet the vast majority of 
those who struggle are not 
beginners but angiera who 
have been at the sport for 
years. Old hands continue 
because they love file ele¬ 
gance and craft of the sport 
and hope—and go on hoping 
—that at some point a magic 
switch win be thrown and 
they will suddenly “get the 
hang of iT or their luck will 
change. B etween times, they 
muse on the joys of beekeep¬ 
ing or flirt with the garden. 

There are other truths be¬ 
ginners might grasp, the 
most brutal being that there 
is no magic switch. Another is 
that while luck may affect file 
odd day’s fishing, it wSQ not 
consistently influence results. 
The essential truth in an¬ 
gling, as in all else, is that 
those who succeed do so 
because they have done what 
is necessary to bring success. 

In an gling , that m eans 
learning , in the traditional 
phrase, to “think Kke a fish”. 
In fly fishing for trout that 
means coining to understand 
the needs of the trout being 
able to read the dues that the 
fish often gives to what it is 
dong; makin g sensible de¬ 
ductions on the basis of those 
does, and translating what 
has been deduced into appro¬ 
priate forms of action. 

As stage follows stage, 
there comes an ability to 
translate the mind below the 
water. It is a stage that the ten 
per cent reach and the 90 per 
cent do not The Ftypsher as 
Detective series is designed to 
give a short cut through the 
process, to save beginners 
frustration and to offer strug- 




Boring Federation and World 
Boxing Association titles 
against Michael Moorer at 
Caesars Palace, the champion 
is, uncharacteristically, totally 
relaxed, mentally and physi¬ 
cally. 

Holyfield. who regained his 
titles from Riddick Bowe on 
his comeback from retirement 
six months ago, said: “life is 
better the second time around. 
It's almost like being reborn. 
The first time as champion, I 
was always out to please.” 
Now he does as he pleases. He 
does not spar so much, talks 
more, smiles more, works 
more and gambles more — 
$200,000 (about £133,000} is 
little more than a flutter. 

After Moorer. he will meet 
Lennox Lewis for the title. 
Then Bowe again and. finally, 
Mike Tyson in 1996. “Pm in 
this game until I fight Tyson,” 
he said, "i want everything to 
come together with a bang in 
Atlanta in 1996.” He does not 
say this with arrogance but in 
the belief that everything 
comes to a supreme profes¬ 
sional. As a man who has 
earned more than any other 
boxer. $102 million — Sugar 
Ray Leonard is second with 
$80 million — and who has 
$50 million in the bank, a 100- 
acre estate in Georgia on 
which he is building a 40.000 
sq ft mansion, he can be 
forgiven for feeling in control 
of his destiny. 

Only Holyfield has no man¬ 
agement team. He runs his 
own show. After leaving Lou 
Duva, after ten years and his 
first world title, he moved to 
Emmanuel Steward and 
sacked him. too. He has now 
engaged Don Turner, a little- 


wiviuuiuuy 

Steward through high school 
and now I*m going to college.” 

Luckily for Holyfield, the 
undefeated Moorer is temper¬ 
amental. HoiyfieId*s profes¬ 
sionalism will severely test 
Mooter's commitment to the 
slogan on his T-shirt “U have 
a right 2 remain violent”. If 
Moorer fails to knock the 
champion out, as he has 30 of 
his 34 opponents, he may 
think again about the wisdom 
of being in the ring. 

Six months with Teddy At¬ 
las, his new trainer and disci¬ 
plinarian. may not have been 
enough to imbue the challeng¬ 
er, who has always lacked 
direction in the ring and 
outside it with enough com¬ 
mitment Atlas is not sure 
about what Moorer wfll da 
“All I am certain about is. 
when he hits Holyfield, he will 
not go away. Holyfield is a 
real pro,” he said. 

The one advantage Moorer 
has is his southpaw stance. 
Even if no southpaw has ever 
won the heavyweight tide, 
Moorer could pose serious 
problems, for Holyfield is not 
file most inventive of boxers. 

Of the opponents they have 
both met Alex Stewart and 
Bert Cooper. Moorer des¬ 
patched them more quickly 
and efficiently. One significant 
wm of Moorer*s was his third- 
round win over Levi Billups, 
who Lewis struggled to beat 
on points. 

The advantage rests with 
Holyfield as he has already 
“been there”. The champion 
should stop Moorer around 
seven or eight but it would not 
surprise me if the bout started 
with an explosive exchange 
and Holyfield came off worse.

Three factors permeate the 
process. They are the founda¬ 
tions on which all successful 
fishing is built They are the 
need for continuing observa- 
tion t cooccu hit m and sttoh 
tion to detail 

It is observation at the 
waterside that turns the key 
in nature’s lock and that 
enables the absenting jour¬ 
ney to begin. Evdyfiung 
around the observant angler 
offers dues. The time of year, 
die time of day. the type and 
location of die water, the 
contours of a bank or the 
topography of the surround¬ 
ing land, as weD as the flies 
on the water and the birds in 
file air, can all offer hints or 
dear directions. 

I t is observation that 
teases and seduces the 
mind below die surface: 
that lodges it alongside die 
fish and its needs; that helps 
fiie fiyfisbcr to “think like a 
trout”. 

Concentration and atten¬ 
tion to detail are harder to 
sustain because they do not 
feast the eyes and ddight the 
imaginati on in the same way. 
But the moment concentra¬ 
tion wavers win be the mo¬ 
ment that file fish takes or file 
feeding pattern changes. 
Without attent i on to detail — 
whether It be the route for the 
physical approach to the wat¬ 
er, the length erf the leader, 
the precise positioning Of the 
cast or the amount of weight 
in the nymph — all else 
becomes academic 
For those who put in file 
effort an additional benefit 
win ensue. They wffi find an 
absorption an d delight in the 
ways of nature that wfll make 
every visit to the countryside, 
every walk to the water, a 
journey of high adventure.

Arming yourself to land the big one 


THERE are many kinds of specialist fly 
fishing outfits and vast sums can be paid 
for them. For those who want a 
reasonably priced outfit that will meet 
most needs, however, a 9ft AFTM-7 rod. 
matched with an AFTM-7 double-ta¬ 
pered floating fly line and a simple reel 
with rim control, will do the job. Such an 
outfit can be had for less than £100. and 
£200 would buy the outfit I use most 
often (Brian Clarke writes). 

A long-handled landing net is an 
advantage. So is a fishing waistcoat with 
enough pockets to cany spools of nylon. 


boxes of flies, a “priest” for despatching 
any fish you might want to eat, and a 
small camera for proving you caught it if 
you want to put the fish back. 

One other essential in England and 
Wales, though not in Scotland, is a 
National Rivers Authority (NRA) licence, 
available from Rost Offices for £15. This 
NRA licence is not a licence to go fishing 
but a licence to use a rod on fresh water. 
Places to fish must be found and paid for 
separately. The monthly game fishing

AS PER expectations, the 
name Davies was much to the 
fore in the first round of die 
Ford Classic at Woburn yes*, 
terday.

“Where’S she going 
now?" someone asked as tte - 
crowd tramped forward. 

This time, it was obvious 
there was no escape. The ball 
was near the base of a tree, and 
there was a lot of tangled 
undergrowth, phis file inevita¬ 
ble trees, betwen Davies and 
the green. She elected to hit a 
low pitch and run shot with a 
touch of draw, with a six-iron, 
missing all the brandies,' 
skirting the greenside bunker 
and slapping up the slope to 
within 15 feet of the pin.

PAT Eddeiy. the champion 
jockey, will miss the £000 
Guineas at Newmarket on 
April 30 after being banned 
for two days for improper 
riding at Beverley yesterday. 

Tbe suspension, from April 
30 to May 1, was imposed for 
his riding of Kings Cay, who 
was first past the post in die 
Aid William Hodgson Maiden 
Stakes. Eddery was expected 
to ride the Henry CedJ-trained 
Distant View, a 20-1 chance, in 
the colts’ classic. 

Anthony GiUam, the stew¬ 
ards’ secretary, said: “The 
stewards were in no doubt 
That Eddery was guilty of 
improper riding. They tods 
the view that he had shown 
inattention in that he made no 
attempt to change his whip 
hand." 

The stewards also investi¬ 
gated Eddery’s use of the whip 
throughout the final two fur¬ 
longs. They found that he had 
hit Kings Cay down the shoul¬ 
der with his whip in the 
forehand position, and cau¬ 
tioned him as to his future use 
of the whip. 

Eddery left the course before 
foe stewards’ verdict was an¬ 
nounced. but will be in action 
at San down Park today, with 
Ventiquattrofogli, in the group 
two Gardner Merchant Mile, 
looking foe pick of his rides. 

With guaranteed prize- 
money of £o0,000, foe race has 
attracted a field of nine useful 
performers. However, foe 
racecourse executive may be 
disappointed that none of the 
established older milers have 
accepted the challenge. The 
likes of Barathea. Bigstone, 
Bin Ajwaad. Catrail and Mis- 
tie Cat have been held in 
reserve, while Sayyedati and 
Ski Paradise run in the 
£700.000 Keio-Hai Spring 
Cup in Tbkyo tomorrow. 


All the more reason, then, 
for (me of today's runners to 
yaffle What amounts to a 
highly-lucratrve opportunity. 
Sayyedati -5 trainer, CKve 
"Attain, is represented by 
Alflora. himself not far behind 
the best milers of last year. 
Swing Low was rated Ajflora's 
equal after a sequence of 
group race victories over a 
mile, and these two, along 
with the seasoned Ventiqualt- 
rofogli. will test the pre¬ 
tentions of progressive horses 
nke Revelation, Emperor 
Jones and Polka Dancer. 

Richard Hannon, trainer of 
Revelation, niakes no secret of 
the high regard in which he 
holds this colt Hannon cam¬ 
paigned foe four-year-old in 
the highest dass last season, 
mostly over ten furlongs. He 
feels the drop back to a mite 
will favour Revelation and is 
expecting big things. ‘Tie's 
done really weQ over foe 
break," Hannon said. 

“I was never happy with his 
coat last year but he looks 
fantastic: better than ever. I 
think he's got a great chance.” 
Should Revelation have im¬ 
proved at the same rate as 
Swing Low, his stabtemate. 
then he will undoubtedly be a 
thorn in foe three-year-olds’ 
side throughout the summer.

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Grant quits the saddle 
following Perth victory

CHRIS Grant, one of the 
most popular jump jockeys 
ever to grace the weighing 
rooms of foe north, yesterday 
announced his retirement 
from the saddle. 

Grant; at 37 a veteran by 
National Hunt standards, 
bad been considering catling 
it a day for a few months but 
made (he final decision to 
hang up his boots after 
winning on Capital Punish¬ 
ment at Perth yesterday. 

Capita] Punishment, 
trained by Micky Hammond, 
Grant’s boss for the past 12 
months, was providing the 
County Durham-born jockey 
with the 788th winner of his 
distinguished 20-year career 
when captaring the 
Glengoyne Highland Malt 
Tamerosia Novices’ Chase 
Series Final. 

Grant was surrounded by 
wdl-wishers in the unsad¬ 
dling enclosure when his 
retirement became public 
knowledge and he admitted 
to feeling “very emotional” as 
he received a parting gift of 
two bottles of champagne. 

“I’m getting on a bn now. 
Pve met a lot of nice people 
over the years in this sport,” 
Grant said. “Tm old enough 
to be hither to several of the 
young lads in foe weighing 
room and at the end of the 
day, me riding is a young 
man’s profession. 

“I’m 37, going on 38 and I 
had figured I would have had 
to retire sooner or later. So as 
I crossed the line on Capital 
Punishment; I thought 
That’s it IH go out right now 
on a winnert’” 

Grant has no imme diate 
plans for Ins future, but 
confirmed he would like to 
remain involved in the world 
of racing. 

Among the high points of 
his career. Grant nominated 
his victory mi KaHone Abbey 
in foe Scottish National, his 
association with Blazing 
Walker, and craning so dose

to Grand National victory on 
Durham Edition. 

“Although Durham Edi¬ 
tion was only second in two 
Nationals, hell always hold 
my fondest memories.” he 
recalled. Grant had 13 Nat¬ 
ional mounts, but victory 
eluded him and he had to 
settle for the runner-op spot 
three times in aB, also ftrrisb- 
ing second on Young Driver 
in 1986. 

Grant joined Denys 
Smith's Bishop Auckland 
yard on leaving school but 
bad to wait around three 
years before riding his first 
winner, Trim Lawns, at 
Hexham in June 1977, for 
trainer Howard Johnson’s 
late father, Roy. 

Towards die end of his 
career. Grant became stable 
jockey to Smith’s neighbour, 
Arthur Stephenson, on foe 
retirement of Ridley Lamb, 


and continued to ride for foe 
Crawl eas yard when Peter 
Cheesbrough succeeded his 
late unde 18 months ago. 

Grant added: “I was proud 
to have been associated with 
Arthur and his team, but it 
was Denys Smith who gave 
me my start in racing and foe 
chance to get established as a 
jockey. I’ve had a lot of fun 
over the years, and I am very 
emotional today.” 

Smith said: “He’s been a 
first-class man all his fife. 
There has never been a more 
dedicated, genuine jockey. 
Chris was a total professional 
who never let the side down. 

“I never saw a drop of 
alcohol pass Ms lips, he’d 
always drink orange juice or 
Coke. If you invited him to a 
party, he would always turn 
up, but only to show Ms face 
and then he'd go home 
quietly."

T his week. Scott Gibbs, 
the brilliant Wales 
centre, moved north¬ 
wards to St Helens in Lanca¬ 
shire. Next week. Robert 
Jones, the 47 tunes capped 
Wales scrum half, moves 
south to western province. 
South Africa. The opportu¬ 
nity to travel, if you asked 
the amateur rugby player, 
has always been one of die 
fascinations of iris sport 
Some itineraries and ven¬ 
ues, admittedly, are more 
agreeable and viewed with 
greater popularity than oth¬ 
ers. Gibbs leaves to play 
rugby league with acrimony 
ringing in his ears after the 
"shoddy" way his dub frit it 
had been treated and has 
been told not to darken 
Swansea* doors again, 
while Jones departs with 
good wishes to {day in die 

Cunie Cup. He will be back, 

if afl goes well in 
September. 

Yet how long will such 
differences in attitnde re¬ 
main? Jones's example may 
hint at the future. Rugby 
league has always had the 
potential to destabilise the 
union code, especially in 
Wales, Australia and, more 
recently. New Zealand by 
attracting its more able play- 
era. fanit, with all the talk 
about amateur rugby union 
becoming "open", might not 
the potential to destabilise 
the nninn code crane from 
within. 

In this case, each dob, 
province — indeed each 
country — might compete to 
entice the best players with 
lucrative offers. Once that 
happens, rugby league will 
be old hat There will be 
other more exotic places 
than Lancashire wielding 
the cheque book. There will 
be tall English locks in 
Japan, canny Irish stand-off 
halves in Fiance. Australian 
centres in South Africa and 
so (ml Perhaps this is . the 
freedom players seek. 

“They [rugby union] can’t 
compete,” Gibbs said, drink¬ 
ing about the money, after 
Swansea had gone to great 
length s to secu re him a job 
with a comparer firm and so 
provide a str ucture to his 
career. It was not enough. 
But how long will it be 
before rugby union wfll be 
able to compete? 

Gibbs’s approach should 
come as no surprise. Talk to 
any dub manager and he 
will admit that good man¬ 
ners is the last thing you 
shcmld expect from the play¬ 
ers. Spondulicks is the name 
of the game; wheeling and 
dealing for the extra few 
quid. Has the dub got it? If 
so, is it more than what the 
dub down die road is offer¬ 
ing? The trading and the 
bartering goes on shame¬ 
lessly. No loyalty. No con¬ 
tract No regulations of a 
binding natur e. 

It is in this dimafr that 
Gibbs has operated. As a 
talented player with all (he 
cred entials, he was in a 
strong position and in de¬ 


mand. He called the tone. 
He moved from Neath to 
Swansea. He is now with St 
Helens. But he cannot move 

from there for the simple 
reason that be has a contract 
to honour and obey. His 
name is on tbe dotted one. 
The dub owns him. No such 
contracts exist in rugby 
union. 

Robert Jones is go mg to 
South Africa until Septem¬ 
ber because, as he says, it is 
something he has always 
wanted to do: “I’ve spent all 
my life in and around Swan¬ 
sea and I’ve wondered about 
playing elsewhere, in Italy 
perhaps or Australia," he 
said, "out I’ve been to South 
Africa twice and I see it as a 
new challenge.” He will be a 
rugby development officer 
in the province. 

During the first two 
months of his time there,

Kafelnikov confirms rise in status

YEVGENI Kafelnikov, the 
young Russian tipped to be the 
next player tojaui the elite of 
men's tennis, is progressing 
ahead of schedule. Even his 
admirers, and they are rapidly 
growing in number, predicted 
that he would not reach the top 
ton in the world until the end 
of the year. 

He started it ranked 104th. 
At the beginning of the week, 
having collected the first two 
titles of his career, he had 
climbed to 41st His exploits 
here in foe Monte Carlo Open 
have already assured him erf 
another rise of some ten 
places.
